He taught the first-ever photography 
class at the University of Texas in 1965, and was 
an important influence to generations of photog¬ 
raphers, but beyond his professional achieve¬ 
ments, he was a great teacher, humanist, and 
intellectual, a kind, gentle, and giving man. Many 
of his images taken during the Depression were 
of children the age of those attending Lee School 
- children doing homework in tar paper shacks, 
in one-room schools, children in rags playing with 
homemade toys in camps along the road. Russ 
Lee is someone the students of Lee School 
could admire and learn from, and the community 
could be proud of having his name on their 
school. In my view, it is a natural, fitting, and 
deserving choice.

APD IS ONE step closer to implementing body 
cameras on Downtown officers. On Monday, the 
Department announced the successful completion 
of its pilot program with Taser International. Next, 
the purchasing department will issue a recommen¬ 
dation for purchase to Council. 

PEOPLE'S COMMUNITY CLINIC opened a 

new 59,000-square-foot headquarters at 1101 
Camino La Costa. With help from a $10 million 
grant from the St. David’s Foundation, the clinic 
will serve pediatric, adolescent, and adult medicine 
patients. PCC estimates it will double its previous 
patient capacity in a few years. The old facility at 
2909 N. 1-35 is now a PCC Center for Women’s 
Health that provides cancer screenings and family 
planning services. 

INMATE JACK SMITH died of natural causes 

April 8 after 37 years on death row. He was, at 78, 
the oldest man sentenced to die in the state of Texas. 


Today, April 14, workers will go on strike 
throughout the country as part of the Fight 
for $15 movement. In the 
time that’s passed since the 
previous nationwide strike 
(see “Local Workers Strike 
for $15,” Nov. 10, 2015), sig¬ 
nificant victories in the 
struggle for a $15 minimum 
wage have been achieved. 

In New York and Califor¬ 
nia, statewide minimum 
wage hikes were enacted at 
the beginning of the month. 

Both laws incrementally 
increase the wage floor: California workers 
will see a $15 minimum wage in 2022. In 
New York, employers in New York City will 
be required to pay $15 an hour by 2019, but 
other areas will have more time (Long 
Island and Westchester County have until 


2022; for the rest of the state, the deadline is 
still undetermined). 

It’s a big deal for the 60 
million people living in the 
two states, and it demon¬ 
strates that a dramatic min¬ 
imum wage increase isn’t 
the pipe dream many peo¬ 
ple believed it was when the 
number 15 was first floated. 

I have to admit that the 
victory makes me question 
my own skepticism about 
change happening here in 
Texas. However, I’ll be 
shocked if a statewide minimum wage 
increase comes to Texas before a nation¬ 
wide one is implemented. 

It won’t be because we don’t need it. 
Austin won’t be home to a particularly large 
group of striking workers today, but that’s 


because Fight for $15 is less established 
here, and not because people don’t need a 
living wage. 

One of the workers who is striking in 
Austin today, Marcos Singleterry, who’s 
worked at the McDonald’s on Oltorf part 
time for three years, says that if he were 
making more (he currently makes $8.50 an 
hour), he’d probably “buy a little bit more 
groceries.” Many of the workers I talked to 
were more concerned with how making 
more would improve a very basic quality of 
life. They just want a break from choosing 
between paying rent and eating. 

Fight for $15 has thus far mostly focused 
on organizing fast-food workers - a strategic 
choice, given how many low-wage workers 
there are in that industry. There’s often 
pushback because of this; detractors seem 
to believe that we don’t need to pay the

people we expect to serve us food much 
money, because those jobs are for high 
school students. 

There are two misconceptions at play 
here. First, there are plenty of people 
working in fast food who are long past 
their teens and early 20s. Sammy 
Andrews, another worker who’s striking 
in Austin, has worked at Church’s Chicken 
for 10 years. He makes $8.90 an hour and 
receives no benefits. At 54 years old, he 
says, “I can barely go to the grocery store.” 

Secondly, even if only young people 
were working in fast food, that wouldn’t 
be a justification for paying them less 
than a living wage. Teenagers who work 
in fast food - a demanding, unfun job - are 
there because they and their families 
need that income. Destiny Harris, a high 
school senior and member of Youth Rise 
Texas, advocated earlier this year for 
Austin’s Fair Chance Hiring ordinance. 
Because her mother has a criminal histo¬ 
ry, it’s difficult for her to find work. It falls 
on Harris to help support her family by 
working at Taco Bell. 

A SYSTEM THAT DOESN’T

WORKERS AREN’T 
THAT GREAT. 

I would like to see a higher minimum 
wage because I think everyone deserves 
to be able to have a decent quality of life, 
but I also think it would be good for those 
of us who are just barely middle class. A 
system that doesn’t value the hard work 
of its lowest-paid workers doesn’t value 
those of us in the middle, either. Instead, 
it encourages employers to pay as little as 
they can, knowing that the other options 
for workers aren’t that great. 

Although I have my doubts about 
whether Texas is going to join the list of 
states who choose to increase the mini¬ 
mum wage, only good can come from 
workers advocating for themselves. A 
higher statewide minimum wage is not 
the only victory that might be won. Austin 
has found many ways to increase the 
labor standards for a variety of its resi¬ 
dents, even though it can’t change the 
minimum wage citywide. Last year, City 
Council implemented a wage floor of $13 
an hour for city employees. As they get 
ready to deliberate over the budget again 
this year, it’s worth remembering that $13 
isn’t really a living wage in Austin. ■ 


It’s been a tough week for the Uber/Lyft 
forces pushing Proposition 1 on the May 7 
city ballot. Aside from the embarrassing cam¬ 
paign finance filings (see “Campaign Finance 
Reports Shed Light on Prop 1 PAC Spending,” 
p.16), the Austin Sierra Club Executive 
Committee voted last week “to oppose Uber 
and Lyft’s attempt to circumvent regulations 
created by the City Council to protect the citi¬ 
zens of Austin. While the ballot measure 
itself is not directly related to issues of envi¬ 
ronmental importance, the ExCom decided to 
take a position because of the implications it 
has for future situations where private corpo¬ 
rations may decide that our democratically 
elected officials are not making the right 
decisions for us.” They went on to “urge Uber 
and Lyft to try again, and this time try playing 
nicely with the officials that we have elected 
to represent all of our interests.” 

And on April 7, news broke that Uber has 
been ordered to pay at least $10 million, and 
perhaps up to $25 million, in a settlement 
with San Francisco and Los Angeles over fake 
airport toll fees and mislead¬ 
ing claims about the quality 
of its background checks. 

San Francisco District 
Attorney George Gascon said 
the decision “sends a clear 
message to all businesses, 

[that] laws designed to protect 
consumers cannot be ignored. 

If a business acts like it is 
above the law, it will pay a 
heavy price.” 

□ 

City Manager Marc Ott’s secret job evalua¬ 
tion will continue in executive session at today’s 
City Council meeting; that process got a little 
more uncomfortable Monday with the release of 
the city auditor’s draft report on the Austin 
Code Department. Among other things, the 
report faulted the department’s hiring and 
training practices, communications, and perfor¬ 
mance - and noted that many of the problems 
that were flagged as serious problems with core 


operational procedures in a 2010 audit 
remained unresolved six years later, despite 
a full reorganization under new Code Director 
Carl Smart, whom Ott brought on in 2011 
from Fort Worth, where Ott had been assis¬ 
tant city manager (see Richard Whittaker’s 
“Attempting to Comply,” Sept. 30, 2011). 

The Council’s Audit and Finance Committee 
grilled Smart extensively on Monday; as you 
may recall, Council was upset with him for much 
of last year over his handling of short-term 
rental complaints and enforcement, but Ott has 
been steadfast in his support for his embat¬ 
tled department head. And of course, when 
push comes to shove, Council has no power to 
hire or fire any staff, except the city manager. 
□ 

City Council has both the Lenox Oaks/ 
Cactus Rose and One Two East zoning 
cases on its agenda this week, but don’t 
expect much more than a postponement on 
either one. There doesn’t appear to be much 
action on relocating the Cactus Rose mobile 
home park residents (seems it’s harder to 

find subsistence-level hous¬ 
ing than anyone thought; good 
to know), so Pio Renteria’s 
request for more time is 
unlikely to get much resis¬ 
tance. But no one seems to 
doubt that this zoning change 
will eventually pass - nor to 
question whether it really is a 
net plus for affordability in 
Austin to tear down 50 deeply 
affordable rental units, to 
replace them with 356 mostly market-rate 
units, which might indeed be built some¬ 
where else if they were not permitted to be 
built here. That’s progress! 

The One Two proposal for the corner of 12th 
and 1-35 is a more complicated story. The 
developers, JH West 12th Street Partners, 
Ltd., are seeking a zoning change to allow a 
185-foot height, instead of the 100- to 150- 
foot height that’s allowed for the site. There’s 
a long history to the negotiations that got the 


current zoning where it is, going back to 1991, 
so there’s a lot of resistance in the surround¬ 
ing neighborhoods to now giving a new set of 
entitlements based on another new plan. And 
while no one really opposes extra height in 
buildings directly along 1-35, there’s a lot to be 
wary of on the back side, where the proposed 
185-foot height entitlement would directly face 
a neighborhood of small one- and two-story 
bungalows. As it stands, the Organization 
of Central East Austin Neighborhoods and 
its seven individual member neighborhoods 
“oppose any increase in entitlements for this 
site.” CM Ora Houston has compiled a 
lengthy list of questions on the Council’s 
“Questions and Answers” page, mostly 
regarding the Branch Street side of the prop¬ 
erty. At press time Wednesday, staff had just 
posted a series of responses; expect Council 
to want some time to sort through those.

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Council: Members Spar on Affordable 
Housing, Meaning of Compassion 


With Mayor Steve Adler back on the dais, City Council 
passed measures during its April 7 meeting related to 
affordable housing, ground transportation chauffeurs, 
excessive water bills, and zoning to allow for a Boys and 
Girls Club facility in District 1. 

Council approved the first part of an ordinance that 
requires ground transportation chauffeurs (i.e., taxi and 
limo drivers) to submit to national criminal background 
checks, rather than just Texas-based checks, when apply¬ 
ing for permits. The measure brings chauffeurs up to speed 
with the same requirements as TNC (Uber, Lyft) drivers, 
who must also submit national checks. The second and 
more controversial part of the ordinance, which listed the 
specific offenses that would bar chauffeurs and TNC driv¬ 
ers from operating, is still being worked on. 

A measure by CM Delia Garza asks the city manager to 
explore the feasibility of using part of the unallocated 2013 
affordable housing bond ($30 million of the total $65 mil¬ 
lion) for permanent affordable housing aimed at residents 
at or below 80% of the median family income - in other 
words, middle-income residents currently unable to afford 
homes at market rent. Expectedly, CM Don Zimmerman 
stood as the lone (and enthusiastic) dissenting vote. 

Council members got on board with an adjustment policy 
by CM Ellen Troxclair that allows customers experiencing 
water bills three times their average to apply for a credit of 


up to 50% of the water usage once every two years. Last 
summer, a number of Austinites were hit with seemingly 
excessive bills: From Aug. 23, 2015, to Jan. 1, 2016, Austin 
Water received calls from 23,944 customers related to high 
water charges. 

And tensions ran high during a zoning case that pro¬ 
posed changing single-family to community commercial to 
make way for construction of a Boys and Girls Legacy Club 
building in East Austin’s University Hills neighborhood. 
Boys and Girls Club members testified before Council on 
the positive impact the youth-oriented nonprofit, which 
serves children below the poverty line, has had on their 
lives, while University Hills Neighborhood Association 
group leaders criticized the plan as ruining the fabric of 
their community. CM Ora Houston quelled neighborhood 
groups’ fears that the proposal was just an “attempt to 
increase underlying entitlements on the property” by strik¬ 
ing a trade-off that prevents most of the uses the zoning 
allowance permits (with the exception of outdoor and 
indoor sports recreation) in the event the Boys and Girls 
Club for some reason sells off the land after the zoning 
change takes place. The measure passed on first reading. 

Following recommendations from the city clerk, Council 
voted to revise electronic campaign finance form rules to 
align with the same deadlines as the Texas Ethics 
Commission filings and reformat all forms to PDF They 


also passed measures allowing developers of student hous¬ 
ing to relocate the historic Dabney-Horne House in West 
Campus to sit next to the Clyde Littlefield House at 901 
Shoal Cliff Court. 

While they passed through an ordinance on first reading 
that limits public testimony at both Council and commit¬ 
tee meetings to 90 minutes for each issue, they’ll pick the 
discussion back up this Thursday, April 12, as Item 6 on the 
agenda. Questions still on the table: When should the cutoff 
be for speaker sign-up? Should the time allotted for each 
speaker be reduced after a certain number of minutes? In 
executive session, Council will also pick up where they left 
| off in the ongoing talks over City Manager Marc Ott’s per- 
| formance. 

P District 3’s Pio Renteria plans to request another post- 
25 ponement (he got one in late March) of the move to rezone 
and change land-use designation on the site of Cactus Rose 
Mobile Home Park to build Lenox Oaks, a mixed-use 
development complex that would displace some 50 house¬ 
holds (see “Riture Uncertain for Cactus Rose,” March 25, 
and “Fighting to Stay,” p.24). Negotiations between the two 
parties, and a survey to sort out which residents own homes 
and which lease, are still under way, he said. 

Mayor Steve Adler is calling for “creative, out-of-the- 
box” solutions for ensuring permanent affordable housing 
at the Sun Chase Planned Unit Development (Item 13) 
while CM Ora Houston informed Council that neighbor¬ 
hood residents are planning to show up and testify against 
a rezoning change (Item 16) in her district that would make 
way for One Two East. Developers of the two residential 
towers and first-floor grocery store are looking to build at 
185 feet rather than the 100 and 150 feet the East 11th 
Street and 1-35 site currently allows. Residents of Central 
East Austin Neighborhoods have opposed the plan on com¬ 
patibility grounds, warning that it could bring 10,000 cars 
per day into their neighborhood and overshadow modest 
and historic homes. 

And if you’re wondering what Don Zimmerman plans to 
get in a huff about this week, look no further than Item 5, 
an innocuous resolution authorizing the city’s involvement 
in the “Compassionate Communities Campaign,” a pro¬ 
gram adopted in neighboring cities such as Houston and 
San Antonio that encourages recycling, community well¬ 
ness, and environmental consciousness. An offended 
Zimmerman considered the item tantamount to an accusa¬ 
tion that the city is not compassionate enough (we won’t get 
into the irony here) and in the same breath, criticized the 
resolution for including too much religion while bashing it 
for promoting idolatry of the Earth but not Jesus Christ. 
Sponsor Ann Kitchen gingerly explained that the item was 
not meant to promote religion, but only compassion for fel¬ 
low residents. - Mary Tuma 


No Quick Answers on STAAR Glitch 


When Education Testing Service took 
over administering Texas STAAR tests, it was 
supposed to be an end to the state’s difficult 
and overly close relationship with testing 
behemoth Pearson. Now the ETS and the 
Texas Education Agency are dealing with 
the fallout from the failure of this new online 
testing system. 

From March 29-30, some students taking 
the online tests in math at grades 5 and 8, 
writing at grades 4 and 7, or the English 1 
end-of-course test found massive problems 
with the system: If they either logged out or 
took a break, the system kicked them out 
and lost some or all of their answers. Texas’ 
Education Commissioner Mike Morath 
called the failure “unacceptable,” adding that 


ETS “is not new to administering assess¬ 
ments on a large-scale basis, so I cannot 
accept the transition to a new testing vendor 
as an excuse for what occurred.” 

This wasn’t a small problem; a total of 
14,220 students statewide were affected. 
Worse, the glitch hit those most likely to face 
trouble taking tests: Around 9,000 of those 
affected were special education students, while 
the rest were English language learners. Out of 
that total, 376 were Austin ISD students. AISD 
Chief Schools Officer Edmund Oropez called 
the failure “a pretty big technical glitch.” He 
praised the TEA’S quick response and for giv¬ 
ing districts latitude in how they deal with the 
problem. After all, he said, “The person who’s 
affected the most is the student.” 
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AISD administration has taken a split 
response to the problem. Students in grades 
3-8 were not required to retake the test. 

Since those scores don’t have an immediate 
impact on their graduation, the district decided 
to save them the stress. However, because 
high school students needed the scores for 
their graduation, roughly 200 students of the 


376 were allowed to either complete their 
tests or re-sit the following day. 

So far, there is no word from ETS on what 
exactly happened, leaving both districts and 
the TEA in the dark. Oropez said, “Our worry 
is that we have the bulk of the high school 
testing coming up.” 

It’s bad news for ETS, which only won the 
Texas contract last year after the TEA ended 
a 30-year relationship with its biggest rival, 
British-based Pearson. However, it isn’t the 
first time the firm had problems: There was a 
similar scandal over missing AP and Praxis 
teacher licensing exams in 2006, while in 
2008 ETS lost a five-year contract with 
Britain’s Qualifications and Curriculum Author¬ 
ity over marking delays. In a sign of how few 
players there are in this market, that UK con¬ 
tract was handed to Edexcel - a subsidiary of 
Pearson. - Richard Whittaker

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Campaign Finance Reports Shed 
Light on Prop 1PAC Spending 

RIDESHARING WORKS COFFER DWARFS RIVALS

Last week, the Chronicle reported that 
both sides of the Proposition 1 debate were 
accusing the other of being bought out 
(“Prop 1 Campaign Switches Into High 
Gear,” April 8). But now that campaign 
finance reports from Jan. 1 to March 28 
have been released, it’ll be much harder for 
the pro-Prop 1 crowd to accuse their oppo¬ 
nents of buying support, given the enor¬ 
mous difference in funding between the 
two sides. 

Ridesharing Works for Austin, the pro- 
Prop 1 PAC, raised over $2.1 million total, 
with $788,750 in cash and $1.38 million in 
in-kind contributions. Notably, RWA did not 
receive a single donation other than corpo¬ 
rate donations from Uber (which contribut¬ 
ed $387,750 in cash and around $905,000 in 
in-kind contributions) and Lyft ($401,000 in 
cash and almost $475,000 in in-kind contri¬ 
butions). The report says that RWA has 
spent over $780,000 so far. And there are 
still a few weeks before the May 7 election 
- giving the TNCs time to pour even more 
money into the campaign. (The Chronicle 
received four payments of $1,845 each from 
RWA for political print advertisements.) 

On the other side, the main anti-Prop 1 
PAC, Our City, Our Safety, Our Choice, 
raised a little over $12,000. That came from 
51 donations, averaging $241 per donation. 
(Disclosure: Susan Moffat, wife of Chronicle 
co-publisher Nick Barbaro, contributed 
$500 to the PAC.) Consultants David Butts 
and Dean Rindy also provided Our City 
with $8,560 in loans. So far, the PAC has 
spent less than $15,000. Butts told the 
Austin American-Statesman that he hopes 
to raise $100,000 by May 7 - which, even if 


achieved, would be less than 5% of what 
RWA has already spent. (The Chronicle 
received three payments, one for $1,546.75 
and two for $2,121.75, from Our City, Our 
Safety, Our Choice for advertisements.) 

With the attacks coming from all sides 
and with the money, well, only really com¬ 
ing from one side, there’s still a lot of confu¬ 
sion surrounding Prop 1. RWA seems to be 
taking advantage of the confusion, pushing 
for their framing of the debate to become 
the main version. One commercial released 
by RWA, “Safety We Can Count On,” has | 
especially been criticized for being mislead- | 
ing. While most of the one-minute ad is I 
accurate, it ends with the narrator saying, | 
“On May 7, vote for Prop 1 to require Uber 
and Lyft to keep doing criminal background 
checks.” If Prop 1 fails, and the TNCs 
choose to stay (they claim they won’t), there 
would still be background checks, includ¬ 
ing fingerprinting, done by the city, so the 
ad is blatantly confusing, if not flat-out 
deceptive. However, Travis Considine of 
RWA told the Chronicle that “the ad is accu¬ 
rate,” since “a vote for Prop 1 keeps things 
the way they are today,” with Uber and Lyft 
currently conducting their own background 
checks through a third party. If Prop 1 fails, 
the city would take over the background 
checks for TNC drivers (and no longer 
requiring “Uber and Lyft to keep doing 
criminal background checks” of their own) 
so, Considine argued, the ad is not mislead¬ 
ing or inaccurate. 

Additionally, RWA and its campaigners 
have been framing the debate as a question 
of whether or not voters want to “save” 
Uber and Lyft from being “kicked out” of 


the city. For example, on April 7, RWA was 
registering voters for the May 7 election, 
asking students if they “want to help save 
Uber and Lyft,” according to KUT’s Audrey 
McGlinchy. Once she identified herself as 
media, McGlinchy tweeted, the “student 
signing others up to vote was told to change 
his pitch to ‘Want to register to vote?”’ In 
my own experience, RWA workers in West 
Campus have also - misleadingly - framed 
the vote as a way to prevent the city from 
forcing Uber and Lyft out of Austin. 

Uber and Lyft have been dogged in their 
efforts regarding Austin’s Prop 1 and their 
involvement with RWA. RWA ads in support 
of Prop 1 have been sent directly to Lyft 
users, and also show up on Uber’s email 
receipts and when you open the Uber app. 

However, some Austinites question the 
link between the TNCs and RWA - espe¬ 


cially regarding the recent discounts being 
offered by both Lyft and Uber. For months 
now, both Uber and Lyft have constantly 
offered discounts to users, especially col¬ 
lege students, such as Lyft’s 30% off up to 
six rides for students and Uber’s 50% off for 
students using UberPOOL, which pairs up 
customers going in similar directions for a 
lower fare. The Uber email receipts from 
these discounted rides, as with all Uber 
email receipts for Austin users (discounted 
or not), include the RWA ad. 

For critics, the TNCs are “trying to influ¬ 
ence the outcome of the election through 
your pricing,” as Buck Wood told the States¬ 
man. But Uber says that similar discounts 
(in general as well as specifically for POOL) 
are being offered around the country, in an 
attempt “to incentivize riders to try out new 
products.” - Mac McCann

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A Structural Problem 

FAMILY SUES GEORGIAN ACRES APARTMENT COMPLEX 


Georgian Acres is not yet a fashionable 
part of Austin. But for Rocio Aguilar, her 
husband Yeyn, and their four small children, 
it’s where they want to live. Being close by 
the elementary school where Yeyn teaches 
first grade, and the church where both of the 
Aguilars volunteer, is important. Yeyn likes 
that he lives in the same apartment complex 
as many of his students - he’s not just their 
teacher, he’s part of their community. 

Since 2013, Yeyn has been living at the 
Woodland Heights apartment complex, 
located off 1-35 near Rundberg. He moved 
there from the Aguilars’ home in El Paso to 
take his current job. Rocio stayed behind 
with the kids to tie up loose ends. When 
Rocio and the kids moved to Austin at the 
beginning of 2015, they asked if they need¬ 
ed to fill out a new lease listing the children, 
but they say they were told by management 
it wasn’t necessary. 

Last December, the couple were horrified to 
discover black mold growing on a wall behind 
their children’s bed. The Aguilars had noticed 
that there was moisture on the windowsills 
after it rained before, and had mentioned it to 
the complex’s manager, but the sight of the 
mold - which spanned the entire length of 
where the bed had been against the wall, and 
on closer inspection, was in the carpet and on 
the legs of the bedroom furniture - prompted 
the Aguilars to demand immediate action. 
Since the windows were letting in moisture, 
the Aguilars believed they should be replaced. 

After much back and forth, management 
finally decided to replace the windows, a 
process that wound up involving removing 
the Sheetrock on the walls. The family was 
offered no alternative accommodations 
while the apartment was being repaired. 
Living on Yeyn’s teaching salary, they 
couldn’t afford to rent a hotel, and so man¬ 


aged as best they could, sleeping in their 
living room, and then on the floor of a build¬ 
ing belonging to their church. 

The repairs were completely botched, 
according to the Aguilars. The new win¬ 
dows, instead of leaking slightly, allowed 
water to flood into the house when it rained. 
Naturally, they requested they be redone 
properly - but Yeyn said the manager told 
him it wouldn’t be possible to fix, 
because it was a “structural” problem. 

The situation was profoundly frus¬ 
trating to the Aguilars, who felt that 
their initial request - a mold-free apart¬ 
ment - was within their rights as ten¬ 
ants. But their complaints ultimately 
resulted in a notice to vacate, saying 
they’d violated their lease by failing to 
disclose that their children were living 
in the apartment. 

The Aguilars find that claim laugh¬ 
able. Not only, they say, did they ask 
about putting the kids on the lease and 
were told not to worry, but the apart¬ 
ment’s current manager, Nicholas Haigh, 
lived in the same building, and would see 
the Aguilars with their kids regularly. 

Now the Aguilars are in court, both plain¬ 
tiffs in a suit demanding repairs and dam¬ 
ages for retaliation, and defendants in an 
eviction filed against them. (While evictions 
usually are heard by the Justice of the 
Peace, because of the multiple filings, both 
sides have agreed to combine the cases and 
go before a Travis County Court judge.) 

The Aguilars were referred to Texas 
RioGrande Legal Aid after their pastor sug¬ 
gested they reach out to City Council Member 
Greg Casar’s office. Because the Aguilars 
described their experience as part of a pat¬ 
tern of mistreatment, they were encouraged 
to try to form a tenant’s association as well as 


seek legal recourse. Many of Woodland 
Heights’ residents are immigrants, and are 
unlikely to feel confident in complaining to 
or about the complex’s management. And 
Yeyn says he sees the effect of Austin’s brutal 
rental market in his classroom: Many stu¬ 
dents come and go throughout the school 
year because of a lack of permanent housing. 

With help from Casar’s office and the 
BASTA program (see “Fighting to Stay,” 
p.22), the family passed out fliers around 
the complex and held an initial meeting. 
Yeyn says they heard around 25 complaints 
at that first meeting - “the situation is 
pretty bad.” Maintaining the association 


has been difficult, though; the apartment’s 
manager has claimed that the Aguilars are 
barred from speaking with other tenants 
because of the impending litigation. 

But a quick search for Woodland Heights 
online turns up complaints that echo what 
the Aguilars say they and others experi¬ 
enced. A post by Faye Campbell on Google 
Reviews encapsulates a few complaints at 
once - unexplained charges (the complex 
sends its own bills for utilities); locks 
changed without warning; and possessions 
taken shortly after tenants receive notice of 
unpaid balances: “Just when I think this 
place can’t get any worse. I have 2 weeks 
left at this hell hole and all of a sudden I 


have $150 balance?? ... I received the notice 
at 11:00am to pay it that day, and by 4:00pm 
(the same day) I was locked out and my TV 
was gone!” (BASTA director Shoshana 
Krieger says that it is possible for a land¬ 
lord to legally take a tenant’s belongings as 
a lien on unpaid rent, but that there’s a very 
specific procedure that must be followed.) 
Campbell tells the Chronicle that “I just 
didn’t know what else to do,” other than 
post her review and move. 

(When asked if he had any comment on the 
allegations, Haigh referred me to the corpo¬ 
rate office. At press time, the Chronicle had 
not received a response to its request for com¬ 
ment from that office.) 

Juliana Gonzales, executive direc¬ 
tor of Austin Tenants’ Council, says 
Woodland Heights is not an isolated 
case: “Retaliation is an incredibly big 
issue in terms of tenants seeking 
repairs.” The rental market in Austin 
is so competitive that even fear of a 
landlord not renewing a lease can be 
intimidating to a tenant who might 
otherwise request repairs. 

Any eviction proceeding filed, 
| even if the outcome is favorable to the 
J tenant, says Gonzales, can make it 
| more difficult to find housing in an 
| “already formidably difficult” market. 
z Furthermore, Texas property code 
was not designed in a way that feels partic¬ 
ularly tenant-friendly, Gonzales explains. 
She says a tenant’s best bet is to make sure 
they’re keeping in good standing on their 
lease, document all requests for repairs in 
writing, and collect proof that those 
requests have been received. Tenants can 
get help figuring out the correct way to go 
about requesting repairs from the Austin 
Tenants’ Council. 

The Aguilars hope that their fight will help 
other tenants who might be too scared to speak 
out. “The best way we can make any difference 
is by caring,” says Rocio. - Amy Kamp

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APA President Files Grievance 

Calls for Citizen Review Panel overhaul, Police Monitor firing 



Acevedo and his executive team “regarding 
issues with the citizens’ review process.” 

Casaday’s filing additionally frames the two 
complaints in the context of a grievance con¬ 
cerning Officer Eric Copeland, who on Oct. 20 
was suspended for 90 days violating the 
Department’s excessive force policy. (Though 
Copeland’s checkered history extends well 
beyond that incident.) Before Copeland’s dis¬ 
ciplinary hearing, the grievance alleges, 
Acevedo solicited a written statement from 
Frasier detailing citizens’ allegations of 
Copeland’s past misconduct, then had Frasier 
submit a statement to Copeland’s chain of 
command without Copeland’s knowledge. 

Copeland’s grievance, filed Oct. 
26, asked that his suspension be 
reversed and that the OPM have 
the scope of its capabilities largely 
reduced. The city manager’s office 
denied the request. Casaday told 
the Chronicle the Association is 
currently awaiting a hearing 
before a third-party arbitrator. 
Expect the grievance filed last 
o Tuesday to follow the same course 
° as Copeland’s. Casaday predicted 
" as much to the Chronicle when 
£ reached by phone. However, he 
> said, it’s important that the 
m Association air its grievances on 
o topics that bother the member- 
z ship (like the Office of the Police 
Monitor) now, as the city and APA begin 
preparations for collective bargaining on a 
new contract next year. 

“In my heart I know the city manager’s not 
going to do anything [about this grievance],” 
he said. “But what I fully expect to do is use 
this information, and the lack of responses 
from the city on all these grievances, in bar¬ 
gaining in 2017.” - Chase Hoffberger 


This Land Is 
Not Your Land 

Austin Police Department Officer Jerimy Helm 

is out of a job and facing one state felony and five 
misdemeanor charges after Texas Parks and 
Wildlife and APD learned of his alleged insistence 
on using his neighbor’s Leander property for recre¬ 
ational hunting, despite her making it clear that he 
wasn’t allowed to do so. Helm, who has spent 
almost seven years with the department, was indef¬ 
initely suspended on April 5, for violating APD’s 
Responsibility to Know and Comply policy and 
bringing discredit upon the department. 

Helm is accused of cutting down the fence separat¬ 
ing his property from his neighbor’s (who spends most 
of her time in New York) and trespassing so that he 
could hunt deer. Helm allegedly began doing this some 
time before May 4,2015, when TPWD Game Warden 
Christopher Sanchez was first called out to the neigh¬ 
bor’s property to investigate signs of trespassing on 
the land. On May 9, Sanchez found a cut-down fence, 
game feeder, and camera around the property line. 

Sanchez returned to the property Sept. 6 to find 
the original fence line had been further altered: 
Cedar brush was now removed, and a new feeder 
and camera were in place. Sanchez gathered string 
on the case through the fall, and on Nov. 13 execut¬ 
ed a search warrant for Helm’s house concerning 
allegations of trespassing. Among the items 
obtained was a GoPro camera - the recorded con¬ 
tents of which made clear that Helm and his friends 
were using his neighbor’s property to hunt. 

Helm was arrested March 11, and charged with 
five class A misdemeanors for hunting without con¬ 
sent, and one state jail felony for violating hunting 
provisions with a previous violation. The felony case 
will be heard April 25; a hearing is set for the mis¬ 
demeanors on April 26. A spokesman for CLEAT 
(Combined Law Enforcement Associations of Texas) 
told the Chronicle that Helm has filed an appeal of 
his termination from APD. - C.H.

How Clueless Can the GOP Establishment Get? 


Longstanding tensions between the 
Austin Police Association and the Office of 
the Police Monitor were rekindled April 5, 
when APA President Ken Casaday filed a 
grievance with City Manager Marc Ott 
requesting that Ott fire Police Monitor 
Margo Frasier and restructure the role 
OPM plays in the city’s commitment to 
police oversight. 

The grievance addresses two separate 
incidents occurring over the 
past six weeks. The more well- 
known of the two took place 
mid-March, when the Citizen 
Review Panel (which operates 
within the OPM) recommended 
during its review of APD’s 
investigation into the David 
Joseph shooting that Police 
Chief Art Acevedo reassign an 
officer who currently trains 
cadets at the Police Training 
Academy. The other concerns 
Quianna Canada, who was cited 
for failing to yield to oncoming 
traffic at a South Austin inter¬ 
section on Dec. 17, 2015. Canada 
denies that she was responsible 
for the crash, however, and currently has a 
court date with the city on May 2. 

The APA’s issues with the CRP are clear- 
cut: Casaday and company don’t believe the 
seven-member volunteer board has the 
authority to make disciplinary recommen¬ 
dations for secondary officers when review¬ 
ing Internal Affairs investigations tied to 
one officer (in this case, recently terminated 
11-year veteran Geoffrey Freeman). They 
say it violates Article 16 of the Association’s 
meet-and-confer agreement with the city, 
which details citizen oversight. Frasier dis¬ 
agrees, calling the panel’s recommendation 
for the defensive tactics training officer 
who spoke to IA about the academy’s de- 
escalation training (or lack thereof) “a legit¬ 
imate recommendation” held “within their 
authority.” She said a city attorney is cur¬ 
rently drafting a response to the complaint. 

Canada’s case stems from a request made 
by a city prosecutor as part of the discovery 
process for her trial. The local police activ¬ 
ist, whose book, Running From Empty 
Shoes, details her experience with police 
brutality in Florida, told the Chronicle that 
she learned shortly after her Dec. 17 arrest 
that two officers investigating her accident 
and subsequent citation - Jose Rodriguez 
and Sean McWhorter - had previously been 
disciplined in such ways (and for such 
things) that she believes would make their 
testimony as witnesses not credible. Cana¬ 
da, who is representing herself in the May 
trial, requested a series of disciplinary files 
from prosecuting attorney Randy Ortega. 

Frasier said Ortega requested the officers’ 
“complaint history” from the OPM. Ortega 
declined to confirm that, city legal said the 
city does not comment on active or pending 
litigation, and the APA and Canada both 


declined to elaborate on the nature of the 
files. Of public record is a five-day suspension 
McWhorter incurred in June 2012 for violat¬ 
ing the department’s Response to Resistance 
policy during a Dec. 2011 DWI stop. Casaday 
said “other accusations that are unfounded or 
exonerated,” including one charge specifical¬ 
ly of dishonesty, are not public. 

Canada and Frasier say they’ve never 
spoken to one another, but both acknowl¬ 


edge that the OPM released McWhorter and 
Rodriguez’s complaint history to Ortega, 
and that Ortega delivered the files to 
Canada. Neither understand why it’s such a 
big deal to the APA. “I don’t make the deter¬ 
mination [of whether it’s public information 
or not],” Frasier said Monday. “A city attor¬ 
ney asked me for information. I provided 
that information to the city attorney.” 

The APA, however, contends that Frasier’s 
release violates Texas Local Government 
Code 143.089, which stipulates that a civil 
service employee’s personnel file be with¬ 
held from public access. Casaday says the 
fact that Ortega is an attorney who works for 
the city does not matter in this instance. 
There’s an attorney in place to handle sub¬ 
poena requests: Chris Coppola. Casaday says 
Ortega should have gone through him. (Per 
protocol, Coppola would then present the 
requested documents to the judge to see if 
they could be released to Canada.) By going 
through Frasier, Ortega short-circuited the 
process. And Frasier, who as Police Monitor 
is granted access to Internal Affairs files, 
becomes the offending party in the chain. 

The totality of the alleged offenses has 
the Association calling for the removal of 
Frasier as Police Monitor (after 14 years of 
contention between the APA and OPM, one 
has to wonder if Planet Earth contains a 
single person the APA would consider fit to 
run the Office), as well as a significant cut¬ 
back of OPM access capabilities, and a few 
new provisions that would give the APA 
oversight of OPM activity. The APA wants 
to yank OPM’s access to IA files, and require 
that all information released by the OPM go 
through the APA. The APA has also called 
for increased training for OPM staff, and 
requested that the two parties meet with

Fighting to Stay 

A culture of resistance is growing in neighborhoods that 
find themselves on the verge of displacement

Austin has watched new developments rise across the 
skyline over the past few decades at a breakneck pace, as 
property owners race to supply the heavy demand for hous¬ 
ing in the metropolitan area. Many have been displaced in 
the wake of urban expansion, some leaving their homes 
with a fortune, others with practically nothing. 

This pattern has put neighborhoods around town on 
edge, and a culture of resistance to gentrification has 
stirred. Unfortunately, when the chips are down, property 
owners have far more leverage at the negotiating table than 
do renters, a demographic that makes up more than half 
the city’s population. Without owning the dirt one lives on, 
there are few legal protections or government resources 
available to defy the forces of growth and profit. 

Low-income renters in particular have little ground to 
stand on when faced with the decisions of property owners. 
As affordable rental units continue to vanish in the city, 
especially those in the price range of the poorest residents, 
consumer choice becomes a nonfactor, and the economic 
pressure to satisfy a tenant’s needs slackens. If someone is 
undocumented or has a felony on their record, housing 
options are even more scarce. If someone owns a mobile 
home, they can only go where they can haul it. 

For some tenants it is so hard, or so unreasonable, to find 
another place to live, that it is actually easier to try and live 
with the ruthless tactics of predatory landlords. Stephanie 
Trinh, an attorney with Texas RioGrande Legal Aid (TRLA), 
has witnessed time and again the consequences of this lop¬ 
sided relationship. “When landlords have all the power, 
that’s when you get exploitation,” she said. “That’s when 
you see laws being broken.” 

NO LAWS BROKEN, JUST MOCKED 

In 2009, Houston-based developer Grayco Partners had 
plans to build new luxury apartments on the property of the 
Shoreline Apartments complex. That year, Grayco made an 
agreement with the city to provide at least $90,000 in reloca¬ 
tion assistance for displaced tenants in exchange for a 
height extension. The relocation allowance was projected to 
be around $485 per unit. 


In September of the following year, tenants received a 
notice that said they would be paid $125 upon vacating at 
the end of June 2011, a total calculated by including the 
tenants’ security deposits as part of the proposed $90,000 
figure. After nearly a year of uncertainty, tenants were able 
to relay their concerns to City Council with the help of com¬ 
munity advocates in June 2011 (the move-out date had been 
extended to August). By the time the city got involved in 
July and asked Grayco to provide the originally agreed- 
upon $485 stipend per unit, many of the tenants had 
already left, receiving no relocation payment. Ruby Roa, 
one community advocate who 
worked with the tenants, said 
that there simply was not 
enough time to hold the devel¬ 
opers accountable for their 
negligence. “With the limited 
time we had to educate and 
organize, there was little we 
could achieve,” she said. 

The incident prompted two 
UT law students, Ally son 
Boney and Molly Powers, to 
publish a policy report in 
August 2012 with recommen¬ 
dations for a citywide tenant 
relocation ordinance, but it 
was not until another displacement occurred in 2015 that 
City Council responded. Professor Heather Way at UT Law, 
who supervised the report, said, “If Shoreline made every¬ 
one aware of what was happening, Lakeview is what moti¬ 
vated people to do something about it.” 

POWER IMBALANCE 

On June 29 of last year, Cypress Real Estate Advisors 
secured a site plan exemption permit for its property on the 
Riverside Drive corridor, the first step in scrapping the 
Lakeview apartments to make room for an upscale replace¬ 
ment. A few days before, the company had sent tenants a 
notification of their plans and informed them that they

would not be renewing any leases, but it was not until Aug. 
4 that tenants learned of a Sept. 30 move-out deadline. 
Lives were disrupted, needless to say, especially for those 
who had assumed that their leases ending in December 
would be honored (see “Lakeview Residents Not Ready to 
Leave,” Oct. 2, 2015). Joey Carmona, a longtime Lakeview 
tenant, had provided interpretation for the Spanish¬ 
speaking residents who wanted to speak to the landlord. 
Looking back, he resents the imbalance of power. “We 
didn’t have any way to stop them. They treated us like dirt. 
All they gave us was a kick in the ass!” he said. 

A couple of months after Lakeview was no more, Council 
passed a resolution to explore the possibility of creating a ten¬ 
ant relocation ordinance. Council Member Greg Casar told 
the Chronicle that the ordinance will make a statement that 
tenants’ rights matter in Austin. “It will provide much-need¬ 
ed assistance to those who have to relocate, and it will also 
ensure that developers pay a portion of that cost,” he said. 
While a draft ordinance undergoes bureaucratic scrutiny, a 
more preventative program has launched in the meantime, 
called Building and Strengthening Tenant Action (BASTA). 

The joint project of the city and TRLA is still in its early 
stages, said director Shoshana Krieger. “We are mainly doing 
outreach right now,” she said, “sending our staff to apart¬ 
ments and facilitating the organization of tenant associa¬ 
tions with the immediate objective of getting repairs done.” 
(See “A Structural Problem,” p.18.) For many low-income 
renters in Austin, maintenance services are not a given. In 
February, eight tenants at Fairway Village Apartments filed 
suit against the property owners for failing to conduct 
requested repairs on plumbing and heating systems, and 
other misconducts. 

The core idea behind BASTA is that tenants, united in an 
association, will be better positioned to elicit fair and equi¬ 
table treatment from their property owners. As sensible as 
that hypothesis sounds, recent examples have illustrated 
that extortion and displacement have been stalled - but not 

stopped - by tenant associa- 
Cactus Rose Mobile tions. 

Home Park 

CACTUS ROSE: “MUY MALO” 

In one case, tenants at Cactus 
Rose Mobile Home Park in 
Montopolis are currently scram¬ 
bling to delay their forthcoming 
removal (see “FUture Uncertain 
for Cactus Rose,” March 25). 
Developer Oden Hughes has 
plans to build a 356-unit apart¬ 
ment complex called Lenox 
Oaks on the 23-acre property 
where the mobile home park 
currently resides. Saul Madero, 
the president of the park’s neighborhood association, has 
been organizing fellow tenants for the past few months to put 
pressure on the city to grant them more time to understand 
what is happening and what their options are. 

At the end of March, Council decided to postpone a deci¬ 
sion on the rezoning application filed last year by property 
owners 500 Bastrop Highway Ltd., giving the Cactus Rose 
residents some peace of mind; though Council is still 
expected to eventually approve the rezoning, an exact 
move-out date remains uncertain. “It sometimes feels like 
everyone knows when we’re going to move except us,” 
Madero said. Mayor Steve Adler has expressed interest in 
working out a deal with Hughes to keep a smaller section of 
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the land as an affordable mobile-home park, 
in exchange for a density bonus on the rest 
of the property. If that does not pan out, 
residents will likely have to figure some¬ 
thing out on their own, although they may 
receive some financial assistance if the ten¬ 
ant relocation ordinance passes in time. 
Oden Hughes Managing Director Mac 
McElwrath told the Chronicle, “Our discus¬ 
sions with the neighborhood and council 
members of late have been primarily 
focused on relocation assistance for the 
Cactus Rose community rather than on 
affordable housing. ... We’re confident that 
with all respective parties involved, we can 
arrive at a plan that is fair and equitable for 
the tenants affected.” 

Among the tenants, opinions vary about 
the fate of the community. “Nobody wants 
to lose their home,” said Ramon Gonzalez, 
who lives with his young daughter. “We’ll 
probably move to Hutto if we’re forced out.” 

Emma Padilla, who has lived at the park 
for three years with her husband Marcos, is 
hopeful that the community association will 
have the power to keep the land. “Creo en 
Saul,” she said. Others are less optimistic. 
Fidel Gonzalez feels like nobody is listening 
to what the community is saying. “Es malo,” 
he said, “muy malo.” 

THE BEAUTIFUL STRUGGLE 

In 2015, it looked as though the Asociacion 
de Residentes de North Lamar (ARNL), 
another mobile-home community associa¬ 
tion, might prevail in their fight against 
property owners Frank Rolfe and Dave 
Reynolds, after receiving assistance from 
Casar’s office and TRLA (see “Casar Calls 
Out Landlords,” May 5, 2015). The owners, 
who’d bought the property in January, 
imposed new leases in April 2015 that hiked 
up rent prices and utility bills before the 
tenants’ original leases were expired. “Their 
excuse was that apartment complexes in 
the area were charging the same,” said 
ARNL President Roberto Sanchez in 
Spanish, “but we do not live in an apart¬ 
ment complex. We don’t have the amenities 
apartments do.” Soon after the suit was 
filed, the state district court issued a tempo¬ 
rary injunction, momentarily preventing 
any evictions. The out-of-state millionaire 
owners earned national notoriety for their 
callous manner, with Rolfe infamously lik¬ 
ening their business model to a “Waffle 
House where everyone is chained to the 
booths.” (The residents own their homes, 
but they rent the land they’re on.) 

After almost a year of talks with the own¬ 
ers, the North Lamar Mobile Home Park 
tenants signed new leases with higher rent 
this past February. According to Trinh, who 
is representing the clients, there was no 
legal avenue to avoid that outcome. “There 
are no rent-control laws in Texas,” she said, 
“and the lack of affordable housing for low- 
income tenants creates a landlord’s market, 
so they are able to increase rent and create 
more onerous rules, which allow them to 
exploit and retaliate against tenants.” 
Nevertheless, Trinh and the association are 
working toward the formation of a tenant

cooperative. “The ultimate goal is to buy 
the land,” she said. 

Sanchez said that it was not difficult to 
mobilize his neighbors when the new prop¬ 
erty owners first took over, but it’s been 
hard to keep the ball rolling. “The main 
thing is convincing people that they are 
fighting for their rights,” he said. 

Sanchez’s wife, Margarita, said that she 
will not stop until they own the land or are 
forced out. “I need to have the satisfaction 
of knowing I tried to fight,” she said, 
“because we haven’t done anything wrong.” 

America, a 10-year-old from the park, 
admires the adults. “I think they should 
keep fighting, because it is the most beauti¬ 
ful thing I have ever seen.” 

FIGHTING ON DIFFERENT FRONTS 

Although the obstacles confronting these 
tenant associations seem insurmountable, 
their struggles have broadened the discus¬ 
sion about tenants’ rights in Austin. Do 
renters deserve more than protection from 
harassment and uncompensated reloca¬ 
tion? Krieger thinks tenants have a right to 
be included in policy discussions around 
affordability, and said that the primary goal 
of BASTA is to bring tenant associations to 
City Hall. “The folks who are experiencing 
displacement know what their needs are; 
they are the ones situated best to communi¬ 
cate those needs to policymakers,” she said. 

Defend Our Hoodz, a volunteer organiza¬ 
tion based in Central East Austin, is build¬ 
ing a grassroots movement based on the 
principle that not only do low-income ten¬ 
ants and homeowners have a right to com¬ 
municate their needs to the city, but they 
should also be able to meaningfully partici¬ 
pate in the planning of their neighbor¬ 
hoods. According to Aureliano Buendia, one 
of the group’s members, that starts with 
demanding an end to unjust displacement. 
“These market solutions where developers 
take the lead are not working for most peo¬ 
ple,” they said. “We’re not going to keep 
negotiating from that standpoint.” 

The group emerged in the aftermath of 
the Feb. 2015 demolition of Jumpolin, the 
Eastside pinata store (see “Eastward Expan¬ 
sion,” April 10, 2015). Defend Our Hoodz 
members come from the surrounding 
neighborhoods and from other parts of the 
city, united by a common disdain for prop¬ 
erty owners F&F Real Estate Ventures. The 
company had attained a permit to demolish 
Jumpolin, but had failed to warn business 
owners Sergio and Monica Lejarazu before¬ 
hand. Shortly after, F&F co-founder Jordan 
French infamously told one reporter, “Say 
you have a house that’s infested with roach¬ 
es ... you have to clean that up.” Mary 
Ybarra, a group member who lives just 
down the street from where Jumpolin once 
stood, recalls hearing the smashing of the 
building early in the morning. “It was very 
traumatizing for me,” she said. 

In August 2015, Rebecca Gray and 
Jacques Casimir signed a new lease with 
F&F, with plans to open a cat cafe in the 
building adjacent to where Jumpolin had 
once stood (see “A Case of Gentrifurcation?” 


Aug. 6, 2015). The Blue Cat Cafe held its 
grand opening in Oct. 2015, but it was inter¬ 
rupted by protesters who formed a picket 
line on the sidewalk, accusing the business 
owners of profiting from F&F’s dirty work. 
Ybarra remembers seeing the protesters 
walking in front of her house towards the 
cafe. “I had been going through my own 
feelings about what had happened,” she 
said, “but to see people stand together 
against that injustice was awesome.” She 
talked with some of the protesters and soon 
after became involved. A sign hanging in 
her front yard reads, “Pet your cat, sip your 
tea, on the ruins of Jumpolin.” 

Juan Cebrian, a lifetime resident of the 


Warehouse District, also became involved in 
the group after attending a protest. “Anybody 
and everybody who wants to defend their 
hood is welcome to join,” he said. “Whether 
it be against police brutality, gentrification, 
or what have you.” The group’s main strate¬ 
gy at the moment is promoting a boycott of 
F&F and businesses that rent from them. 
For Cebrian, the boycott is about sending a 
message to the property owners. “They have 
a lot of money and a lot of power, but I tell 
you what, I’m going to give them a hell of a 
fight,” he said. “If we can make a statement, 
that’s how we build momentum and get 
more people involved in our struggle.” 

This February, Defend Our Hoodz led a 
community march through the East Cesar 
Chavez neighborhood. A hundred or so 
people carried signs with slogans like “Don’t 
Reward Demolishing Latino Culture,” 
“Save Montopolis,” and “Dare to Struggle, 
Dare to Win!” alongside a small motorcade, 


with one of the cars blasting “What 
Happened to Austin?” by Lench Martinez, 
which has become a theme song of the 
movement (see “Playback,” Jan. 15). The 
march made a stop at Blue Cat Cafe, where 
marchers wrote on the sidewalk in chalk, 
expressing what they would like to see in 
the cafe’s place, with suggestions such as 
“health clinic,” “rec center,” and “pinatas!” 

According to Buendia, Defend Our Hoodz 
can use the boycott of F&F’s presence in 
the Central East neighborhoods (the com¬ 
pany also owns three Type 2 short-term 
rentals in the area) as a platform to com¬ 
ment on the city’s complicity in the devel¬ 
oper-centered housing market. “Bringing

Defend Our Hoodz held its first “general 
assembly” in March, attended by residents 
from areas outside of the Central East, like 
Montopolis and Dove Springs. Ybarra said 
it was rewarding to hear others calling for 
people over profit. “The more voices we 
have, the more power we have,” she said. 

Cebrian envisions Defend Our Hoodz 
expanding to other parts of the city, or even 
beyond. “I want to see it branch off to differ¬ 
ent cities,” he said. 

Buendia said the assembly was not only 
for discussing personal experiences, but also 
for discussing the greater systems behind 
displacement. “We’re trying to show people 


the structures of capitalism, racism, and 
colonialism at play, and then we’re asking, 
what are you going to do about it?” they said. 

A SURGING TIDE 

Taking these different cases into consid¬ 
eration, it is easy to conclude that Austin is 
growing at the expense of low-income rent¬ 
ers. “Ultimately we are heading in a direc¬ 
tion that is very disappointing,” said Way, 
“where the haves live in the city and the 
have-nots live outside the city.” If these 
people are pushed out, the conventional 
reasoning goes, Austin runs the risk of los¬ 
ing its diversity, its service industry, and its 
values. The people from these cornered 
communities see the situation less systemi- 
cally and more personally. “We are human 
beings,” Madero from Cactus Rose said. “We 
want to protect our livelihood.” 

The affordability discourse today seems 
to be stuck on how to most scrupulously 
relocate unfortunate low-income communi¬ 
ties. But community land trusts have been 
gaining traction in City Hall as a possible 
solution to keep working-class families 
inside the city. The strategy is not a new 
one. It was pioneered by the Blackland 
Community Development Corporation in 
East Austin, which was incorporated in 1983 
to stem the tide of UT-Austin’s eastward 
expansion. The homeowners, mostly people 
of color, have all signed 99-year leases, with 
94 years to go. “We aren’t going anywhere,” 
said board president Bo McCarver. “This 
neighborhood will stay diverse for the fore¬ 
seeable future.” 

The Blackland Neighborhood Association 
had organized and resisted UT-Austin’s land 
grabs for over a decade before they were able 
to establish the trust. Incidentally, neighbor¬ 
hood associations had been forming rapidly 
in the years prior to Blackland’s incorpora¬ 
tion, some joining forces to establish the 
Austin Neighborhoods Council as well as 
Save Austin’s Neighborhoods and 
Environment. The burgeoning neighborhood 
movement produced champions like former 
Council Member Sally Shipman, who 
McCarver said was integral to Blackland’s 
success: “Shipman was very definitely the 
most supportive council member of our 
cause,” he said. “The other members followed 
her lead.” This political climate, and the press 
coverage of former Blackland residents’ evic¬ 
tions, made it possible for Blackland to earn 
the $500,000 Community Development Block 
Grant that would secure its future. 

Today, it is certainly not the high tide of 
the Austin tenant movement, but it may be 
the surge. The campaigns of ARNL and 
Defend Our Hoodz have shifted the focus of 
the tenants’ rights conversation from an 
emphasis on relocation to questioning the 
renter-owner relationship itself. “We are 
working people,” said Sanchez, “we wake 
up early to work 12-hour days. We don’t 
complain about working, and we don’t com¬ 
plain about having to pay for living space 
just like everybody else. But the reason why 
we work hard is to support our families, not 
our property owners.” ■

The Power of Precedent 

Department of Veterans Affairs employee 
Elizabeth Rivera Rivera, 39, was fired after 
her arrest (followed by a February guilty plea) 
for armed robbery, but when she was sen¬ 
tenced only to probation, an arbitrator 
ordered the VA to rehire her - and give her 
back pay she “earned” while sitting in jail 
awaiting trial. (She had been the driver for a 
man arrested for a street robbery in San 
Juan, Puerto Rico.) Rivera’s union had 
demanded the reinstatement without salary 
penalty - for “fairness” - because the same 
Puerto Rico VA office had earlier hired a con¬ 
victed sex offender, and the office’s hospital 
director, recently charged with DUI and drug 
possession, avoided VA discipline because of 
technicalities about the traffic stop. 

Compelling Explanations 

Urges: 1) Ms. Ashton Barton, 33, charged 
with shoplifting a vibrating sex toy from a CVS 
pharmacy in Largo, Fla., in February, tried for 
police sympathy by explaining that she was in 
a troubled marriage. “My husband doesn’t 
want to touch me anymore,” and “I would rath¬ 
er do this than be unfaithful.” 2) Neighbors of 
a loudly frisky couple in a Stockholm, Sweden, 
apartment building were so frustrated by the 
noise that they reached out to the country’s 
health minister, Gabriel Wikstrom - who took 
the side of the randy couple (according to a 
translation by Stockholm’s The Local): 


“Sounds nice for them, I think. Good for their 
well-being and thus public health as well.” 

Nice Tries: 1) Benjamin Grafius, 39, charged 
with several instances of indecent exposure to 
Amish people near New Holland, Pa., told 
police that he targeted them because he knew 
they would not use phones to call police. 
(March) 2) Valerie Godbout, 33, visiting Orlando 
from Montreal and charged with drug posses¬ 
sion after alerting police with erratic driving, 
told the officer that she was on the wrong side 
of the road because that’s the way traffic works 
in Canada. (It’s not.) (March) 3) Emily Davis, 

21, caught by police displaying her recently 
deceased grandmother’s handicap-parking 
badge, explained that she was merely “using it 
in her honor.” (Portsmouth, England, February) 

Breakthroughs in Science 

German researchers, publishing in March, 
revealed that female burying beetles uniquely 
discourage their mates from pestering them 
for sex after birth - thus explaining how the 
male of this species is observed actually 
helping with child care. The females apparent¬ 
ly release a chemical “anti-aphrodisiac” to the 
father’s antennae. Said the lead researcher (a 
woman), “They are a very modern family.” 

Said another biology professor (also female), 
“Burying beetles are super cool.” 

Science magazine called the “butthole” 
“one of the finest innovations in the past 
540 million years of animal evolution” - in 


that, until it developed, animals’ only channel 
of waste removal was through the same 
opening used for food intake. However, the 
recent discovery, announced at a March con¬ 
ference by a University of Miami biologist, 
that gelatinous sea creatures called comb 
jellies can excrete via other pores, was 
labeled by the magazine as “stunn[ingj.” 

The Emerging American “Right” of Rejecting 
Science: In 2000, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention declared that measles 
had been eliminated in the United States, but 
by 2014 Americans had resurrected it (677 
reported cases), and researchers from Emory 
University and Johns Hopkins set out to learn 
how - and recently found the dominant reason 
to be the purposeful decision by some 
Americans to refuse or delay widely available 
vaccinations (especially for their children). 

(The researchers found similar, but less-strong 
conclusions about whooping cough.) 

Undignified Deaths 

1) An 86-year-old woman died in February 
in New Cumberland, Pa., when she tripped 
and got her medical alert necklace caught on 
her walker, strangling herself. 2) A 25-year-old 
off-duty New York City police officer was killed 
on a highway near Elizabeth, N.J., in March. 
According to the police report, the officer had 
rear-ended another car and had gotten out to 
“discuss” the matter, then suddenly pulled 
his service revolver and threatened the driver 
using road rage-type language. As the officer 
backed up while pointing the gun, a passing 
driver accidentally, fatally struck him. 

Fine Points of the Law 

Joe Vandusen said he has had no contact 
whatsoever with his estranged wife for “16 or 
17 years” and that both moved long ago to 
other relationships (Joe currently living with a 
woman, raising both his two children and her 
two, as well). Nonetheless, Vandusen’s “real” 
wife recently gave birth, from another father, 
and, without claiming Vandusen as the father, 
filed in February for child support from him. In 
the Vandusens’ home state of Iowa (like the 
law in many states), he must pay, irrespective 
of any DNA test (unless he gets an expensive 
court order to “de-establish paternity”).

2) Two of the three 
candidates for the Republican nomination for 
county property appraiser in Erwin, Tenn., in 
November died before the election, leaving 
Rocky Mclnturff the only survivor. However, he 
is ineligible for the nomination because he 
lost badly on election day to one of the two 
dead candidates.

Ready to Act 

The Austin Creative Alliance moves beyond talk with four ideas 
on how the city can expand its cultural infrastructure

Kraka-thoom!!! Rapidly rising rents force Austin the¬ 
atres, galleries, and live music clubs to shut their doors. 

Ba-doomU! Artists and creatives priced out of the capital 
city relocate to Lockhart, Elgin, Wimberley, and elsewhere. 

The economic storms that have been battering the city’s 
creative sector in recent years have been the topic of 
much, much discussion of late, though little that’s gener¬ 
ated real action to address the problem. Indeed, for the 
longest time, the crisis facing creatives could be likened to 
the weather: Everybody talks about it, but nobody seems 
to do anything about it. 

Finally, that looks to be changing. On Feb. 26, Mayor Steve 
Adler unveiled his Austin Music and Creative Ecosystem 
Omnibus Resolution, a collection of ideas for providing sup¬ 
port to and encouraging growth across the creative sector 
that comes with a directive to City Manager Marc Ott to 
deliver an action plan to the City Council Economic 
Opportunity Committee by the end of May. That was fol¬ 
lowed April 2 by the first meeting of a new entity called 
Create Space Austin, at which three dozen people in the 
performing arts community came together to start crafting 
solutions to that scene’s loss of venues. (See the accompany¬ 
ing article, “Barn Raising.”) And this coming week, the 
Austin Creative Alliance, the membership service organiza¬ 
tion for all the city’s creatives, gets into the act with a public 


report titled “Leveraging Austin’s Boom Into Opportunity 
for Arts, Culture, and Creativity.” Drawing on input gathered 
from four Creative Sector Summits that ACA convened over 
the prior 15 months, the report details four projects that 
could provide critical infrastructure for the creative sector in 
the years to come. These are not ideas generated by the 
Creative Alliance itself necessarily, but in the summit discus¬ 
sions about affordability, sustainability, and infrastructure, 
they struck the ACA and summit participants as having the 
potential to be game-changers - positive developments that 
could also serve as models for other projects down the line. 

Creative Alliance CEO John Riedie, who will deliver the 
report Tuesday, April 19, in KLRU’s studio 6A, has laid out 
an overview of the projects in a video on ACA’s website - 
www.austincreativealliance.org/summits - but here’s a 
brief summary: 

1) Austin Creative Trust 

Basically a land bank for the creative sector, this private 
nonprofit would purchase properties already being used for 
creative purposes (live music, art exhibits, theatre, etc.) but 
not owned by the creatives using it. The trust could lease or 
sell the property to the creatives so they’re not at risk of 
having landlords raise their rents or sell the land from 
under them, and if a tenant does leave the property, its use 
as a creative space would be preserved by the trust. The 


Barn Raising 

CREATE SPACE AUSTIN KICKS OFF THE DRIVE TO 
SECURE MORE PERFORMING VENUES IN THE CITY

Two things happen when a roomful of 
Austin theatre artists gather with no audi¬ 
ence present: They start on time, and they 
talk about numbers. A lot of numbers. 

Interest rates, real estate prices, permit regu¬ 
lations, and more. 

On the afternoon of April 2, a few dozen 
theatre professionals gathered at Hyde Park 
Theatre to focus on the worsening crisis 
their community faces in finding available 
performance spaces and to seek out short¬ 
term solutions. Christina J. Moore, execu¬ 
tive artistic director of the playwright ser¬ 
vice organization ScriptWorks, helmed the 
mini-conference, along with performer/pro¬ 
ducer Jason Phelps and director Derek 
Kolluri, as the newly formed organization 
Create Space Austin. 

“I’ve been here for almost 26 years now,” 
said Moore, “and I’ve seen a lot of perfor¬ 
mance spaces go and come during that time, 
but none at the rate at which we’re losing 


them at this point, to the point where we are 
left with very few, if any, to rent.” 

A census of sorts was taken: What is hap¬ 
pening with established spaces, and what is 
the status of theatres without a clear future? 
Salvage Vanguard Theater will lose its space 
on Manor Road this summer and is seeking 
an interim home before investing in a larger, 
permanent facility, likely years from now. The 
Off Center will close in May 2017; resident 
company Rude Mechanicals are working on 
securing another facility but haven’t yet 
announced concrete plans. 

Ground Floor Theatre was shuttered imme¬ 
diately before the FronteraFest Long Fringe 
was set to begin in January of this year due 
to building code violations, and it’s experienc¬ 
ing delays in coordinating efforts between the 
city and the property landlord which will push 
its reopening date past the original June 


2016 goal. Comparatively, Austin Playhouse 
has fared better, having secured a relation¬ 
ship with Austin Community College to contin¬ 
ue operating in the former Highland Mall, 
although it lacks an official long-term agree¬ 
ment. This follows the collapse of earlier 
plans to build a new theatre at the Mueller 
development when not all partners proved 
ready to move forward. 

Penfold Theatre Company 
is positioned to take 
advantage of a temporary 
black box theatre being 
set up in Round Rock’s 
Allen R. Baca Center for 
Senior and Community 
Activities, which may hap¬ 
pen as soon as October 
of this year. 

The city of Austin 
Cultural Arts Division is 
currently working on a cul¬ 
tural mapping project, and 
while the mapping doesn’t translate to a 
physical stage, it is designed to make data on 
resources publicly available. The mayor’s 
office has released a document called the 
Austin Music and Creative Ecosystem 


Omnibus Resolution, with clear intentions to 
support the theatre community as part of the 
larger music and entertainment industry. 

Representatives from a range of other 
groups, including the thinkEAST develop¬ 
ment and the Austin Jewish Repertory 
Theater, shared plans in various early stag¬ 
es to create or support new performance 
spaces, but ultimately, 
the conversation returned 
to the lack of a solution 
for companies in need of 
a stage in the next two to 
three years. 

Moore spoke of out¬ 
reach to audiences: 

“We’re just beginning with 
[finding someone to say], 

‘I have a barn in my back¬ 
yard, and I’d be willing to 
have a play there!’ 
Everybody laughs, but 
where else are we going?” 

Other ideas mentioned included program 
inserts to educate audience members on the 
venue crisis; attending and speaking at City 
Council meetings; and helping theatre artists 
better understand building codes and other

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trust would also offer low-interest loans to 
creatives displaced from their current spac¬ 
es to help them relocate. 

2) Creative Enterprise Zone for Red River 

Building on the idea of the Red River 

Cultural District, the Creative Enterprise 
Zone would preserve established live music 
clubs, especially in the blocks between 
Seventh and 10th streets, and also make 
zoning changes and add development 
incentives to make it easier for other cre¬ 
ative entities (art galleries, small theatres, 
comedy clubs, a music museum) to be 
established in that area, as well as bring in 
rehearsal and studio spaces and co-op hous¬ 
ing for creatives. The idea is to drive more 
tourism to the area and to maximize cre¬ 
ative activity in the area around the clock. 

3) Concert Hall and Education Campus 

Austin Classical Guitar, Austin Chamber 

Music Center, and Conspirare are collabora- 
tively developing the idea of 
a concert hall (600-800 seats) 
that would fill a critical gap 
in the number of midsized 
performing arts venues in 
the city outside of facilities 
on educational campuses. 

And surrounding the hall 
would be a complex of class¬ 
rooms, practice rooms, and rehearsal facili¬ 
ties for these organizations (and others in 
the community) to use for their full-to- 
bursting arts education programs. 

4) East Austin Creative District 

The thinkEAST development previously 
reported on in these pages is being put for¬ 
ward as a model for a full creative district in 
the city. The project on the site for the former 
fuel tank farm is being developed with an 
eye toward combining affordable housing, 
health care facilities, community gardens, 
parkland, live/work spaces for creatives, cre¬ 
ative industries, and retail. How that’s been 


accomplished is through a long and careful 
planning process led by Ehsebox Festival. 
Over 18 months, more than 2,700 people con¬ 
tributed their ideas for this 24-acre site, with 
significant input coming from neighborhood 
residents and stakeholders. A Community 
Vision and Master Plan created from that 
input is currently being edited. 

Whether any of these projects will actually 
provide any real relief to the creative com¬ 
munity - or even be realized in their current 
form - is an open question. Each comes with 
its own huge challenges, whether they’re 
multi-million dollar fundraising, building 
political will, or gathering support from busi¬ 
ness interests and developers, and as with 
the issues of affordability and space facing 
all of Austin, time is not on our side. Still, a 
definite shift has taken place in the mindset 
of the community: Wringing our hands over 
these issues and waiting for someone else to 
make things better won’t do. 
The creatives themselves 
need to identify solutions 
and work to put them in 
place. And the fact that 
they’re ready to act is reflect¬ 
ed in the diverse group of 
creatives scheduled to join 
Riedie in speaking about the 
summits and these projects on April 19: Big 
Medium Executive Director and ACA Board 
Chair Shea Little, Risebox Festival Managing 
Director Brad Carlin, Mohawk General 
Manager Cody Cowan, Austin Classical 
Guitar Executive Director Matt Hinsley, 
Imagine Art Executive Director Debbie 
Kizer, Salvage Vanguard Theater Artistic 
Director Jenny Larson, and Mother Falcon 
members Clara Brill and Matt Puckett.

legal hurdles well in advance of moving into 
a new space. 

“This is the kind of stuff that we need to 
deal with because we want to make art,” 
said actor and architect Rommel Sulit. “If 
we’re going to succeed, we have to get 
smart. We have to do math. We have to fig¬ 
ure this stuff out.” 

While no one-size-fits-all solution appeared, 
attendees suggested possibilities that might 
work for some companies. Religious organiza¬ 
tions may host some productions, though 
those groups often have con¬ 
cerns regarding content. Some 
venues may become available 
farther from central Austin, 
like the Baca Center, but pro¬ 
ducing work outside of Austin 
is a no-no for many companies 
that rely on city of Austin funding, which stip¬ 
ulates that the work take place in Austin. 

To that end, Kathryn Rogers of Trouble 
Puppet Theater Company said, “I don’t think 
my patrons want to drive to the very edges of 
Austin to see our shows. I know I don’t want 
to drive back and forth. I also don’t want to 
move. My son goes to school. I don’t want to 
have to go live way out to make theatre.” 

Ultimately, the meeting was for some a 
sobering acknowledgment that greater and 


more targeted civic participation will be vital 
in the years ahead if any non-resident compa¬ 
ny is to stay open. 

“Obviously one of the components of this 
process is us as a creative community learn¬ 
ing how to take more responsibility for our 
citizenship here,” said Moore. “If Austin is 
going to continue to be the kind of place that 
we want to live and create art in, then we 
need to all take more responsibility.” 

“We need to have a much larger group 
than we have here,” said Don Toner, produc¬ 
ing artistic director of Austin 
Playhouse. “We need to 
involve our audiences as well 
as our fellow theatre mem¬ 
bers. We need to face the fact 
that we may have to resort at 
some point to torches and 
pitchforks to get any results.” 

As the meeting started to wind down (on 
time, no less) and volunteers adopted 
action items, attendee Erin Hallagan spoke 
up, a voice from the back row: “I also have 
a barn in my backyard which you’re all wel¬ 
come to use.” 

There was cheering. But the first question 
was, “Is it up to code?” 

“I don’t know that.” 

“We can help.” ■

Adorably Small 

Mary Moody Northen Theatre’s She Loves Me knows just 
how to bring forth this modest musical’s many charms

A modest little box figures prominently in 
this tale, one covered in the plainest brown 
leather, utterly unadorned, so lacking in any¬ 
thing fancy or posh that you might not give it 
a second glance, much less pick it up. But if 
you did ... ah, if you did and were to lift its 
lid, then a charming melody would play - a 
simple tune that’s sweet and cheering, and 
made all the more so by the delicacy of its 
sound, its clockwork chiming. You’ve taken 
a chance on this unassuming item, and 
unexpectedly it’s beguiled you. 

So it is with She Loves Me, a less¬ 
er-known musical that, against such 
Broadway standards as Oklahoma!, 

West Side Story, or even the block¬ 
buster that Bock and 
Harnick wrote just after 
this show, Fiddler on the 
Roof, may not look like 
much: seven characters 
working in a Budapest 
parfumerie, selling soaps 
and creams and worrying 
about keeping their humble jobs. Sounds 
rather ... brown, yes? Ah, but step through 
the door of that shop; meet its gruff but 
hearty owner, Mr. Maraczek, and those 
clerks, so congenial and full of character; 
and watch as two of them, so at odds when 
they meet, fall slowly, sweetly, inexorably in 


love, and the most enticing music begins to 
play. It’s Bock’s score, sure - so sunny and 
funny - but that enticing music is really the 
whole of this piece, which gives us all the 
romance and humor and ache that we desire 
from musicals, but in the elegant miniature of 
a music box. 

That director Nick Mayo understands this 
about She Loves Me is clear as soon as the 
relentlessly chipper delivery boy Arpad (Hollis 
McNutt, relentlessly chipper) pedals his 
beloved bike onto the Mary Moody 
Northen Theatre stage and the clerks 
arrive at Maraczek’s, admiring the 
glory of the morning and dreaming 
about taking the day off to enjoy it. 

It’s a moment of work¬ 
place camaraderie, the 
kind that blooms when 
the day-to-day duties 
fall away and those who 
share them don’t have 
to be employees, they 
can just be people. It’s 
a moment so common, so ordinary, but so 
true, and Mayo crafts it with such sensitiv¬ 
ity that right away we’re as at ease with this 
shop’s staffers as they are with one another. 
We recognize them as the kind of folks who 
work alongside us at our jobs, folks who 
frequently become a second family. And with

each scene and song, we see the ties that 
bind these worker bees grow tighter, more 
intimate, and we’re drawn nearer to them. 

That intimacy at the heart of this small 
musical is one reason it’s so beloved by 
those who have discovered it. Without the 
spectacle and showiness of a traditional 
Broadway musical, it’s just the characters 
dominating the spotlight, and we can grow so 
close to them. That’s easy to do here, thanks 
to Mayo’s guiding hand and the vivacity of 
this cast. Who wouldn’t want to patronize 
Maraczek’s when you’ll be cared for by the 
likes of Maureen Fenninger’s Ilona (flirty and 
feisty, with drop-the-mic comic timing), Jarrett 
King’s Sipos (his sad-sack subservience 
given a refreshing affability here), and even Ev 
Lunning Jr.’s Maraczek (whose black clouds 
of ire finally break into paternal sunshine)? 


And, of course, Georg and Amalia, bickering 
at work because they don’t realize each is 
the other’s anonymous pen pal and epistolary 
love interest. Matt Buzonas cuts Georg’s 
trustworthy decency with a sweet yearning for 
a soul mate that bubbles into irrepressible joy 
when he finds one. And Cheyenne Barton’s 
Amalia is no pushover, but her stubborn 
streak melts into radiant glee when she feels 
stirrings for Georg. 

That it all happens here in such small but 
carefully crafted moments, strung together 
by Peter Stopschinski’s joyful music direc¬ 
tion, Leilah Stewart’s clever set-pieces, 

Susan Branch Towne’s elegant outfits, Allison 
Lowery’s hair designs, and Natalie George’s 
warm lights, is so endearing. It makes this 
staging what Amalia eventually makes of that 
unassuming little box: It’s a gift.

Let’s get this out there first: Attending Field 
Guide is not like attending a play. It might 
seem like attending a play, and after seeing 
it, a lot of people will go and tell everyone, “I 
attended a play.” But seeing the current run 
of the Rude Mechs’ Field Guide is actually 
halfway between seeing a polished play and 
sitting in on a rehearsal. 

The distinction is important because last 
Friday’s performance of Field Guide wasn’t 
up to the standards of the company’s other 
works in later runs. But the company never 
said it would be. The program says this run 
of the show is a second draft, and the Rudes 
have provided a feedback form. That’s not 
out of character for these artists, but when 
reviewing a work like this it’s necessary to 
clarify where they say they are in the process, 
because the audience’s intellectual experi¬ 
ence should be different. Instead of trying 
to figure out what you think you saw, you’re 
asked to think about what could be different. 

In this case, the Rudes are asking what 
could be different about Dostoyevsky’s The 
Brothers Karamazov. Various ingredients thrown 
into the blender include the Russian novel, film 
adaptations, stand-up comedy, the usual hand¬ 
ful of simple dance numbers, and a set made 
out of cardboard (set designed by Eric Dyer, 
props from Eva Claycomb). They’ve set the 
blender to mix, and it’s possible that a future 
production might have it set to puree, but at 
this point the chunks are all pretty discernible. 

The production pulls some narrative ele¬ 
ments from the novel: The father, Fyodor 


(Lowell Bartholomee), and his son Dmitri 
(Lana Lesley) are both chasing the same 
woman, Grushenka (Hannah Kenah), who 
has one of the better and more ridiculous 
wigs I’ve seen onstage (costumes by Aaron 
Flynn). Dmitri’s brother Alexei (also Kenah), a 
spiritual man, is in deep with a local monk, 
and some other things are happening with his 
brothers Ivan (Thomas Graves), an intellectual 
atheist, and Smerdyakov (Robert S. Fisher), 
a basically nasty guy, regarding the eventual 
murder of their father. It’s a sprawling novel, 
and right now the story involving Grushenka 
and Dmitri offers the most tangible grips. 

The players interrupt the major flow of the 
production with some cool choices involv¬ 
ing all that cardboard, and with occasional 
performances of stand-up comedy. The 
stand-up bits are delivered by the actors as 
themselves, as opposed to their characters. 
How much what they say about themselves is 
actually true is probably about equivalent to 
how much anything any comic says about her¬ 
self during her act, which might be the point. 

As an artistic challenge to the audience, 
the production is meaty. There are questions 
floating around concerning the value of spiri¬ 
tual belief; presenting real-life information ver¬ 
sus acting out stuff that seems real onstage; 
lighting values (design by Brian H. Scott); how 
much narrative should matter in a play; and 
more. This production’s value comes from 
how much it challenges the audience to con¬ 
sider and decide for themselves, and seen in 
that light, it is a success. - Elizabeth Cobbe

After creating much beautiful (and often a bit eerie) ceramic art for decades, 
most of which took the form of sgraffito’d pottery or intriguing fragments 
thereof, Alejandra Almuelle has her first solo exhibition at the new Dimension 
Gallery on Springdale. 

We missed the inaugural show in this small and elegantly stark industrial 
space recently founded by Moya Khabele and Colin McIntyre, there at the east¬ 
ern terminus of the industrial building that also houses the Daily Greens purvey¬ 
ors of fresh-pressed fruit and vegetable juice. We missed that first Dimension 
exhibition, a group show, and are still bummed that our schedule should crimp 
enjoyment that way. But we’re informed that that show featured all the artists 
associated with the gallery, and now begins a schedule of solo exhibitions of 
those same talented makers - and Almuelle is the first one thus represented. 

She’s brought her whole family along, it seems, as the nine sculptures 
currently occupying Dimension are a sort of darkling clan, wrested from her 
subconscious, carefully wrought through clay and fired into human shape. No 
pottery here: The only thing functional about this “Locus” show is how clay - 
maybe a hundred pounds of it, as the song goes, maybe somewhat less - can 
function as a stand-in for humanity or for various fragments of what it means 
to be human. 

Some of the figures in this show are adults, and some are children, and 
some seem a mixture of ages, all enhanced with underglazing and occasional 
additions of pigment. Each piece - a bust, perhaps, with odd growths flower¬ 
ing from the flesh; or a head-and-torso if not a full body, one arm bent toward 
the viewer, but also full bodies among them - is anchored atop its own wood¬ 
en plinth: a preserved railroad tie attached to a wide iron base. 

These sculptures of Almuelle’s surround you in the gallery, backgrounded 
against the vertical grid of the walls’ bare bricks or fronting the north window, the 
charcoal-hued physicality of the bodies or partial bodies an exquisite imposition 
of memories, of haunted interior states or dreamtime concerns brought into the 
waking world outside. They surround you in the gallery, in their temporary locus; 
and the memory of them will likely accompany you beyond - adding a new and 
subtle dimension, one you hadn’t even realized was missing until you saw them, 
to the remainder of your days in this physical world. - Wayne Alan Brenner

LAMBRUSCO AND LADIES 

I was just lamenting that it had been a 
while since I’d gone out on the town, and 
even longer since I’d played catch-up with my 
closest gal pals. One had just moved back 
to Austin and was celebrating a new job, 
another had just introduced the boyfriend to 
the family - things were getting serious, and 
a recently single third had Bumble nightmares 
to divulge. Long overdue, I sent the group 
text: “Lady date?!” - followed by emoji depict¬ 
ing a popped bottle of Champagne, a slice of 
pizza, and several tap-dancing bunny-girls. 

I considered making a reservation at 
Downtown’s backspace - it was a Friday 
night - but knowing my girlfriends and their 
penchant for punctuality, I decided we 
should probably just go with the flow. (We 
had planned to enjoy the half-off happy-hour 
action; we managed to arrive by 9:30pm.) 

The four of us filed into the tiny entryway and 
stood shoulder-to-shoulder between other 
dining hopefuls and a roaring 1,000-degree 
brick oven. After only five minutes of being 
told it would be a 20-minute wait, four seats 
opened at the stainless-steel bar. 

My squad sidled up to the prime real estate 
(actually, we descended like grackles), and 
the bartender offered to start us with some¬ 
thing off the all-Italian wine list. Exchanging 
a quick glance for approval, we already knew 


what was on order: sparkling rose. The bar¬ 
tender suggested the Cleto Chiarli Lambrusco. 
Lambrusco? My mind flashed to the magnum 
bottle of red chilling in my grandmother’s 
fridge. Not to be mistaken: I have certainly 
enjoyed drinking the sweet alcoholic juice 
alongside my sweet granny, but it’s more of 
a guilty pleasure - like my reserve of Trader 
Joe’s three-buck Chuck. But hold on, this was 
a rosato blend - the rose version - and after 
the bartender offered us all a taste, we read¬ 
ily conceded. Perfect on 
its own as we waited for 
a table, the crisp bubbles 
proved food-friendly too, 
and imparted enough acid 
for the richness of the 
plates per la tavola. 

First came lamb and pork meatballs bath¬ 
ing in savory stewed tomatoes with asiago 
and mint. The apps were both delivered 
in adorable miniature cast iron pots that I 
couldn’t remember to avoid touching. The 
repeated scorching of my fingertips, however, 
was worth every bite of baked ricotta, lemon, 
and poached tomato. The house focaccia 
allowed me to sponge the last of the sauce 
from the meatball pot. Another burn. 

Past lady dates have found us at the back¬ 
space’s big sister, parkside, with oysters in 


one hand and a flute of sparkles in the other, 
but I suggested Shawn Cirkiel’s modest pizze¬ 
ria after a friend recently couldn’t stop raving 
about the pizza bianca. We had to try it. The 
Neapolitan crust was cloaked in mozzarella, 
ricotta, and pecorino romano cheeses, and 
topped with arugula dressed in a lemony 
vinaigrette. Lots of arugula. The pie was piled 
high with the peppery green. We couldn’t 
resist the add-on of prosciutto, which added 
a nice smoke and brine, but I would order 
this one again with or 
without it. A Luigi Giordano 
Nebbiolo paired perfectly 
with the blistered dough. 

Of the three desserts, 
the salted caramel panna 
cotta caught our eye. The 
sweet cooked cream came layered in a small 
jar and was topped with whipped meringue. 

It was a bit too sweet for my salt tooth, but 
my companions had no problem lapping up 
my share while I finished off the wine. Two 
shared plates and one pizza was more than 
enough food for these four women with 
robust appetites. Days later, I’m still dream¬ 
ing of that chewy flatbread with its perfect 
char. Much like I expect Lambrusco to do this 
summer, I’m planning a return.

Food writers in general strive to make 
their writing experiential, but the truth is that 
most of us stay in a fairly narrow sensory box. 
We taste the sharp kick of vinegar on simply 
dressed greens. We see the bright green of a 
nasturtium leaf and smell the vegetal waft from 
broth. We may use dynamic verbs like hit, snap, 
or tickle, but we rarely give any thought to the 
mechanics of a meal, what happens to bring 
fork to mouth. 

When suddenly you lose the use of one of 
your arms, however, that tends to be all you can 
think about. A few hours before last week’s Live 
Fire!, I tripped and fell on my fully outstretched 
arm, fracturing my right radius. Not knowing 
the bone was broken, I spent the evening in a 
sports mesh sling, nibbling bites from L’Oca 
D’Oro, Emmer & Rye, and Franklin Barbecue 
with some help from friends. It was a lovely 
evening filled with wine and laughter. I hardly 
noticed that my elbow couldn’t bend. 

It’s damn near the only thing I notice on my 
body now with my arm wrapped in an unwieldy 
splint and slung unceremoniously. Eating, 
really the most important part of my job, has 
become an endurance sport. I can only use a 
knife by clumsily dragging food through the 
cutting edge, and my use of chopsticks has the 
precision of a military drone. I slosh spoonfuls 
of pho onto my coffee table and drop heaps of 
rice onto my lap. The appearance of togarashi 
spiced quail on Sway’s recent Songkran menu 
kickoff brought me to near tears. Anything that 
I can pick up with my hands is now a godsend. 

It’s not as if I have ever been a particularly 
elegant eater. The manners I have picked up 
over the years may be good enough for a Waco 
country club, but no one will mistake me for an 
Astor. Still, even that small measure of politesse 
is gone now (along with any attempt at style, 
but that’s a story for another section). Thank 
God that injury gives you a pass. 

But that’s really the least of my concerns. 

Far more vexing is that eating has now become 
exhausting. On the Saturday following the fall, 
my friend Amy (you know her as the Chronicle’s 
news editor) graciously carted me off to Central 
Market while I was hopped up on codeine. I 
threw anything I thought was easy into the cart 
- salami, Delice de Bourgogne, pistachios, cut 
veggies. What I didn’t think of was how difficult 
it would be to eat it all. Nutshells had to be 
pried. Bread had to be torn. Opening the con¬ 
founded lid that was keeping me from slather¬ 
ing Love Dip on everything was a hacky modern 
dance involving teeth, underarm, and (briefly) 
feet. By the time I got to the food, I was too 
tired to eat it. 

If there is one good thing to come from the 
injury, it’s that it has forced me to be more 
thoughtful about food. Pain is bearable and I’ve 
never put too much stock in dignity, but hunger 
is not something I can ignore. In less than a 
week, I have developed techniques for eating 
long pasta and sticky rice (OK - that one is just 
using my hands). If you see me making a mess 
of myself, try not to judge me.

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Dream Makers 

Indie Meme Film Festival spotlights South Asian films

Indie Meme founder Alka Bhanot is in 
the business of making dreams come true. 
Since 2013, the small nonprofit has focused 
their work on bringing independent films 
from South Asia to Austin, and this week¬ 
end celebrates their inaugural film festival. 
“What we’re trying to do with South Asian 
cinema is like South Asia itself: so diverse. 
There’s five different countries, 40 different 
languages, and it’s exploding with new film¬ 
makers telling these amazing stories. We 
really have a wonderful opportunity to show 
some great, powerful cinema from that part 
of the world,” says Bhanot. 

“The South Asian community here is 
growing so much and that’s a great support 
base for us. The rest of the Austin commu¬ 
nity is pretty receptive to us, too. That’s just 
how we are as a city: We like our films and 
our music.” 

About 80% of the program this year fea¬ 
tures women as filmmakers or in lead roles. 
Opening night film, Lyari Notes, an “Indo- 
Pak collaboration,” has its North American 
premiere. The doc follows a group of young 
girls over three years as they attend Pakistani 
rock star and political activist Hamza Jafri’s 
music school in one of the most danger¬ 
ous neighborhoods in the world: the town 
of Lyari, located in the southern district 
of Pakistan’s city of Karachi. Newsreels of 
bombings and the Peshawar Massacre are 


juxtaposed with happy-go-lucky kids and 
supportive family interviews to shine a light 
on the intricacies of just how imperative 
self-expression is for the girls in Lyari. 

“Lyari Notes is important because it rep¬ 
resents everything we want to do with the 
company. And it’s a lovely story, set in a part 
of the world you don’t hear much about,” 
says Bhanot. Plus its two female directors, 
Miriam Chandy Menacherry and Maheen 
Zia, will both be in attendance. Following 
Lyari Notes, the opening night party offers 
a “lovely transition 
from East to West,” with 
hors d’oeuvres and a 
performance by Aus¬ 
tin’s own Eastern soul 
singer, Nagavalli and 
her band. 

Saturday’s screenings open with two 
more women-centric films. Short film 
“Rasika Mathur: Truth Teller” tells the 
story of a young South Asian woman who’s 
following her dreams to be the first stand- 
up comic in her community - no easy feat in 
any scenario, but particularly riddled with 
obstacles here. Sponsored by the Center for 
Relationships, The Threshold is a feature 
narrative about a woman who decides to 
walk out on a two-decades-long relation¬ 


ship. The dynamics of marriage, particular¬ 
ly in a South Asian context, are poignant, 
and the cinematography uses “the existing 
natural space and light to make this almost 
docu-drama about the lives of two people. 
The film is a beautifully done one-act play 
on camera,” says Bhanot. Director Pushan 
Kripalani will be in attendance from India. 

Speaking of globe-trotting filmmakers, 
the festival high¬ 
lights Indie Meme’s 
dedication to spot-

lighting the people 
behind the scenes. 

It’s no secret that 
many independent filmmakers face count¬ 
less barriers, but consider the exponentially 
more difficult logistics of, say, a South 
Asian female filmmaker, bringing a small 
film, with a small budget, to screen in front 
of large audiences on a global scale. Indie 
Meme’s mission offers a point of access that 
may otherwise never occur. 



Bhanot explains: “Basically Indie Meme 
has two functions: We need to bring over 
this cinema which nobody sees - and it is 
important cinema - but also we want you to 
know these filmmakers. They’re the true 
stars. They’re the ones who really get 
behind a part and an idea and a cause and 
make something wonderful out of it.” 

With help from donations and a city 
grant, Bhanot and her team are facilitating 
the attendance of six filmmakers - from 
Pakistan, India, and Europe. “To us it was 
very important to bring these women here. 
We could’ve done other stuff with [the 
money], but it was important that we spent 
a large chunk bringing people in because 
that’s it. This is their opportunity to connect 
with an audience. This is their chance to 
meet people in another part of the world 
and show their work, and hopefully, this 
will give them access to other film festi¬ 
vals.” In addition to detailed information on 
the film pages, Indie Meme keeps the con¬ 
tent up online for a while, which leads to 
worldwide requests that sometimes end up 
being the ticket to distribution. 

“We just want to help the films live a 
longer life.” 

The other films on the program offer a 
wide array of styles and themes, for all 
kinds of audiences. Family-friendly Dhanak 
tells the story of a 10-year-old girl who takes 
her blind brother on a journey to restore his 
sight; Utopia is an intense look at three 
interwoven lives - from Afghanistan, the 
United Kingdom, and India - set against 
violence and tumult. 

It wouldn’t be a film festival without a 
horror film, and Sunday’s Kothanodi fits 
the bill. Four mother-daughter relation¬ 
ships plucked right from Assamese folk¬ 
tales are both lovely and haunting. It’s “a 
deeper, darker interpretation of a bedtime 
story. Kothanodi is what cult films are made 
of,” says Bhanot. In X: Past Is Present, 11 
episodes combine to narrate the life of one 
contemporary Indian man. It’s bold and 
philosophical. 

Perhaps the festival darling, “Goonga 
Pehelwan” screens Sunday. Virender Singh, 
a deaf wrestler, was medalled three times in 
the Deaflympics. The film chronicles his 
attempt to get into the 2016 Olympics in 
Rio. Both filmmak¬ 
ers are first-timers - 
a badge of honor for 
the Indie Meme 
team: “That means 
we’re hunting and 
we’re looking. We’re 
more excited about 
finding new cinema 
and encouraging 
new filmmakers,” 
says Bhanot. 

“[‘Goonga Pehel¬ 
wan’] is the little underdog in the festival, 
and when I saw it I thought, ‘This is why we 
do Indie Meme.’ He’s got extra challenges 
because he’s deaf, but he’s doing it and he 
keeps doing it because that’s what he does. 
That’s his passion and his calling.” Sounds 
a lot like the Indie Meme spirit, too. ■

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Toys in the Attic 

THERE’S SOMETHING FOR THE KID IN ALL OF US 
AT THE AUSTIN TOY MUSEUM

W hat’s that old saying about having 
the most toys? If it’s true, then 
the Austin Toy Museum is the 
ultimate victory. 

The trigger for any museum is usually 
a private, donated collection, and at the 
heart of the Austin Toy Museum is Caleb 
Zammit’s massive private stash of toys and 
collectibles. An autism specialist with Austin 
ISD, the collecting bug bit him in 2000. He 
started with Star Wars, then Transformers, 
and now his array of 20,000 figures, stuffed 
critters, games, rarities, designs, and proto¬ 
types, plus loans and donations from other 
collectors, has finally spilled out of his house 
and into a permanent home. That said, 
there’s much more to come. “This is about 
one-twentieth of the collection,” said Zammit. 

It keeps growing. Days before the soft 
opening in March, someone gave over their 
collection of Playmates World of Springfield 
Simpsons playsets and figures. “Most of this 
stuff is from eBay,” Zammit said, “but some 
of our stuff has been rescued from trash 
cans.” One of those rescues is Teddy Ruxpin, 
the singing, storytelling bear. Cleaned up, 
wiring restored, he now sits by an equally 
well-loved Grubby, his caterpillar friend. After 
years in cupboards and a trip out on the 


street, they’re back doing what they should: 
entertaining kids. 

At the collection’s new permanent home on 
Cesar Chavez, Zammit fires up a one-of-a-kind 
rarity: a prototype of the unreleased Alien vs. 
Predator for the Atari Lynx. It’s a little glitchy. 
He said, “You’ll be playing through it, and the 
Predator will disappear, 
and he’s not trying to 
go invisible. Or he’s 
walking through walls.” 

Building a museum 
like this is a never- 
ending hunt, and it’s not just about finding indi¬ 
vidual toys. Take the centerpiece of the G.l. Joe 
display, the USS Flagg. Over seven feet long, 
the Nimitz-class aircraft carrier is the biggest 
toy set ever built, and it took Zammit years 
to piece together a museum-quality version, 
including finding a Canadian firm to provide 


replacement decals and stickers. He said, “It’s 
all about finding the best example that you can, 
and trying to find all the pieces that you can.” 

It’s been an equally long search for a perma¬ 
nent location. Three years ago, Zammit and his 
team started looking for donors and a site. An 
unsuccessful Kickstarter in 2014 could have 
derailed the plans, but 
it opened a lot of doors. 
Zammit said, “After the 
Kickstarter was finished 
with, we did displays in a 
bunch of places, like Dell 
Children’s Hospital and the Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport. Lots of people called us 
and said, ‘Hey, where are you?”' 

Last October, they finally found their Cesar 
Chavez site and called on friends and volun¬ 
teers to help build it out. Zammit said, “If you 
say ‘You can play with toys,’ people show up.” 


Together, they built a permanent home 
for these plastic and fur artifacts of pop 
culture. Now Transformers: Generation 
One robots rub jointed shoulders with 
Care Bears, Kewpie Dolls, Masters of 
the Universe, and DC’s Super Powers 
Collection. Then there are massive cus¬ 
tom dioramas, hand-built by Zammit and 
his team: like the battle of Hoth from Star 
Wars: The Empire Strikes Back, with the 
massive Kenner Imperial Walkers looming 
over the Rebellion’s forces, with red plastic 
blaster bolts erupting puffs of cotton wool 
snow. “We also have a couple of add-ons, 
like Tatooine and Endor,” said Zammit, 
which will be built as space allows. And, for 
those mint-in-box purists, there’s a whole 
wall of Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles figures, 
still on the cards, gazing out from their 
plastic bubbles. 

But what use is a toy if you can’t play 
with it? Since day one, Zammit has always 
planned a hands-on component for the 
museum. There are arcade video games, a 
special play area, and a Hot Wheels setup, 
so kids and big kids can race. There’s even 
a button to make Teddy Ruxpin and Grubby 
sing. Zammit said, “Because when I go to a 
museum, I want to press buttons.” ■

One supposes if you aim to create a TV 
show with maximum impact and relatability, 
you would start with the target demographic: 
putting him in the central spotlight, position¬ 
ing those unlike him in supporting roles. 
Those most like your protagonist wouldn’t be 
crazy, then, to note his universality: How very 
like us, the critic says, this protagonist is. 

Just like us, Tony Soprano is a man with a 
cruel mother who must become worse than 
the rest in order to survive, caught between 
the crushing and inconceivable genera¬ 
tions before and behind. Don Draper is a 
sometimes cruel but secretly tender man, 
surrounded by inscrutable women, burdened 
by healthy sexual desire, 
for which he is shamed. 

Walter White is a family man 
whose best may not be good 
enough, whose life depends 
on destructive power fan¬ 
tasies - not because he’s 
selfish, but because he has 
no choice. Rick Grimes - sur¬ 
rounded by idiots getting in 
his way, who will surely drag 
him down to their level if he 
doesn’t shoot them right in 
the head - is expected to reinvent the entire 
concept of government in a world gone mad. 

These are not my stories personally, but 
I get why they’re important. Where it gets 
sticky is in the universal, that because it is 
like this for me, as the protagonist of this 
story we call the Universe, it must be that 
way for you. Women are just men who can’t 
drive. Any given minority is just like me, but 
has chosen to be poor. Gays are straight 
people just like you and I, who just happen to 
do this one weird thing for some reason. 

When we talk about the Best Shows Ever, 
that sameness really bleeds through. I would 
never argue that those shows should not 
exist, and I’m sure there are subsonic levels 
I can’t hear but still appreciate. But I’m also 
sure that entertainment made by members of 
the establishment is going to appeal to that 


status quo regardless of its quality, because 
it explicitly salutes and centers it. Even when 
that disproportionately represented group 
is actually a tiny minority in a vastly larger 
society, there’s still power there. But just 
imagine: a story about someone other than 
someone exactly like you. Watching, gaining 
something from it, practicing that double¬ 
vision the overwhelming majority of us have 
been learning from birth. 

I would never go so far as to say Orphan 
Black (whose season 4 premieres on BBC 
America, Thu., April 14, 9pm) or Unbreakable 
Kimmy Schmidt (season 2 dropping on 
Netflix, April 15) present a fully developed 
sense of “what it is” to be 
a (white) woman - or at 
least, not in the same way 
that most prestige television 
presents us with this skewed 
sense of what it is to be a 
person - but I do know they 
carve out their ideas expertly, 
and without blinking. 

Orphan Black focuses so 
much narrative energy on 
presenting its sisterhood of 
clones as individuals that the 
sci-fi thriller plot is practically a blur: While 
there are pressures specific to femininity 
involved in being treated and tracked like 
chattel, it’s reductive to say those metaphors 
don’t transcend that single axis. 

Kimmy Schmidt, for its faults, presents 
a fairly accurate description of the vertigo 
inherent to being among the first generations 
raised in the context of modern feminism: 
coming out of the postwar bunker to a world 
very unlike what came before, in which free¬ 
dom means a great deal more to lose. Like 
Transparent, which slyly presents itself as 
another “just like us” story, Kimmy Schmidt 
and Orphan Black remind us we were born 
in the wilderness and ultimately - like Rick 
Grimes, but like Carol, and Michonne, and 
Andrea, too - saddled with the duty of decid¬ 
ing what happens next. ■

the source’s edges a bit, but it offered a 
New Orleans jazz-infused score unlike any¬ 
thing in the company’s previous animated 
features. (Uncle Walt died the year before 
its release, though he undoubtedly blessed 
these unorthodox musical selections.) The 
new Jungle Book retains the two best songs, 
although their inclusion may strike the unfa¬ 
miliar as clunky and unexpected. But for any 
baby boomer who danced around the living 
room singing about the bare/bear necessi¬ 
ties of life or vocalized an ape who yearns to 
be human, the renditions of those tunes here 
are bound to summon a smile. Forget about 
your worries and your strife, indeed.

Walt Disney Pictures’ beautiful and thrill¬ 
ing live-action/CGI/3-D (whew!) adaptation 
of Rudyard Kipling’s timeless collection of 
fables about man-cub Mowgli (Sethi) and the 
furry denizens of his tropical habitat often 
feels like a video game or a theme-park ride: 
It’s a fast-paced and engaging entertain¬ 
ment, but lacks some of the pathos 
you might expect. Its heart beats in 
your throat, not in your gut. (Maybe 
the mythic resonance of The Lion 
King has set the genre’s bar too 
high.) Although kids are the primary 
demographic, the film is intense, scary, 
and occasionally brutal in its depiction of the 
laws of the jungle, as the 10-year-old Mowgli 
flees the jaws of his feline nemesis, the 
malevolent tiger Shere Khan (silkily voiced by 
Elba), or encounters the violent demands of

King Louie (Walken), the outsize orangutan 
who offers the orphaned boy protection in 
return for the secret of the “red flowers,” the 
name given to the man-trick all animals fear 
the most: the flames of fire. (Using Walken’s 
choppy Brooklynese cadence to utter the 
simian Godfather’s dialogue is near genius.)

And yet, The Jungle Book frequently shields 
its young viewers from the consequences of 
its dark narrative by dodging the sorrow and 
pain that come with death or the possibility 
of death. When Mowgli becomes separated 
from his devoted protector, the black panther 
Bagheera (Kingsley), after barely escaping the 
single-mindedly vengeful Shere Khan, there’s 


no consequent emotional fallout for the boy, 
who’s on his own until he meets the sloth 
bear Baloo (Murray, who always sounds as 
if he ad-libs most of his lines). What’s more, 
despite the bared fangs and extended claws 
that dominate much of the action, 
only one character dies (to be fair, a 
beloved one), and even his demise 
doesn’t really register in the way it 
should. The movie is superbly execut¬ 
ed in many ways, but what gives? 

Still, this is a match made in movie heav¬ 
en, given that the critters in Kipling’s stories 
speak and behave like human beings, per¬ 
fectly suited to Disney’s anthropomorphic tra¬ 
dition of walking and talking animals, which 
began with Mickey Mouse. The studio’s 1967 
version of Kipling’s classic tales (the current 
film qualifies as a remake of sorts) softened

Food is culture: a form of art, as well as a 
reflection of - and insight into - the people 
who make it. Los Angeles Times writer 
Jonathan Gold may have won the Pulitzer 
Prize for his restaurant reviews, but you 
could argue those pieces could just as rea¬ 
sonably be called arts criticism, or cultural 


reportage. What is inarguable: He makes 
a fascinating subject for Laura Gabbert’s 
documentary lens. 

One of the talking heads in City of Gold 
makes the case for Gold’s expertise in 
another field: cartography. A classically 
trained cellist who morphed into a music 
critic (he was in the studio when Dr. Dre 
recorded The Chronic), Gold turned food 
critic in the Nineties and wrote a seminal 
piece - “The Year I Ate Pico Boulevard,” for 
the alternative LA. Weekly in 1998 - about 
eating his way down one very long block 
of largely working-class, ethnic, and family- 
owned businesses. Sure, Gold reviews the 
chi-chi restaurants, too, but the film takes 
pains to frame him in his natural habitat: a 
gas-guzzling truck, trolling the streets on the 
hunt for strip-mall goldmines and food-truck 
treasures, in neighborhoods a Michelin critic 
would never tread. Apologies to the spiral- 
bound Thomas Guide shoved under every 
Angeleno’s passenger seat: Gold’s stomach- 
compassed atlas to the city may very well be 
the more essential map. 

City of Gold pursues a lot of paths of inqui¬ 
ry in a relatively brief running time, which 
means we get a sampler, not full meals, 
which is fine. It’s a fun watch, and familiarity 
with Los Angeles isn’t required to get a kick 
out of these toe-dips into Koreatown and 
Tehrangeles and all the other micro-commu¬ 
nities that make the city a macro-paradise 
for eaters. We also get glimpses of Gold as 
a writer - the film opens with him thrumming 


his fingers at the dining room table, staring 
down a blank screen, deadline looming - and 
a teasing talk-back later when the camera 
catches his editor rubbing her temples. 

(Like, rubbing her temples hard.) I suspect 
every journalist enjoys seeing how the sau¬ 
sage gets made at other factories; I would 
have liked more time spent on the nuts and 
bolts of his job. (There’s a priceless moment 
when he discusses his attempts at anonym¬ 
ity, using throwaway phones to make restau¬ 
rant reservations - “the fat man’s version of 
The Bourne Identity ," he calls it. He’s a funny 
dude.) But the film’s final shots of Gold in 
his truck, negotiating Los Angeles traffic 
at sunset - “magic hour,” in La La Land’s 
dreamy lingo - drive home the film’s raison 
d’etre: as an ode to the city, and to its most 
lyrical chronicler.

Much ink (some actual, mostly digital) has 
been spilled on whether a cultural property 
that refers back to other, earlier cultural prop¬ 
erties, and incorporates aspects of those cul- 
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tural properties into this new cultural proper¬ 
ty, constitutes, on the one hand, an homage, 
or on the other, a downright rip-off. The party 
line seems to indicate that if the creator 
openly acknowledges the influences of the 
past, then it’s the former; keeping your mouth 
shut about it invariably leads to accusations 
of theft. But the reality (as far as we can say 
that word when talking about people who 
have opinions on such things on the Internet) 
is this: Did you like this new thing? Then it’s 
an homage. Not so much? That’s a goddamn 
rip-off, man. That’s really what this conver¬ 
sation has boiled down to, because being 
influenced by things has been going on since, 
well, forever. It’s the subjectivity of the viewer 
(and, I suppose, the critic) that makes that 
increasingly inane decision, especially when 
coupled with views on authenticity, which is 
now a code word for “I knew this first.” 

Which brings us to Darling, Mickey 
Keating’s homage (he has ’fessed up) to the 
“woman goes crazy” subgenre, advanced 
mostly by Roman Polanski and Ingmar 
Bergman in the Sixties, but with this and 
Alex Ross Perry’s Queen of Earth, appears 
to be mildly trending with indie filmmakers, 
apparently. Darling tells the story of the titu¬ 
lar character (never named, but completely 
embodied by the hypnotic Lauren Ashley 
Carter), who has taken a job looking after 
the house of Madame (Young) while she’s 
away. Things start going bump in the night, 
and we’re not entirely sure that Darling is all 
there. The film offers elliptical hints as to 
what evil may or may not be lurking in the 
house, a four-story set designer’s dream. Is 
it the history of devil-worshipping, or perhaps 
the fact that the last caretaker jumped to 
her death and Darling has flashes of doing 
the same? And what exactly is behind that 
locked door at the end of the hallway? 

Keating keeps his cards close, a com¬ 
mon conceit of the films he’s referencing: 
Repulsion, Rosemary's Baby, The Innocents, 
Persona, just to name a few. Does he suc¬ 
ceed? You’d better believe it. Carter’s perfor¬ 
mance is the star of the film, but between 
the sound design and the framing of shots, 
to the sustained tension of dread, Keating 
has crafted an intriguing, micro-budget pas¬ 
tiche of those aforementioned films. Are we 
the sum total of our influences? Absolutely 
not. Those influences bounce and live and 
seep into our brain. To put it another way, 
is a loaf of bread the sum total of its ingre¬ 
dients? Of course not, because that would 
taste horrible. Thankfully, Keating is a won¬ 
derful baker, and I can’t wait to see what’s 
next out of the oven.

D: Andrew Rossi. (PG-13,91 min.) 

The basement placement of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art’s Costume 
Institute of New York makes for a pretty 
irresistible metaphor for how high up on the 
priority list fashion once was for the Met. 

The “Is fashion fine art?” debate may rage 
on - or, if not rage, exactly, whatever it is 
snooty curators do in low tones - but there’s 


little doubt that fashion draws crowds, as evi¬ 
denced by the 2011 Alexander McQueen ret¬ 
rospective that’s attracting a record-breaking 
660,000-some visitors. 

Every May, the Costume Institute mounts 
a major exhibition, ceremoniously ribbon-cut 
with the annual Met Ball, a themed party and 
fundraiser thronging with fashion designers, 
celebrities, and socialites - the “Super Bowl 
of social fashion events” declares Vogue 
fixture Andre Leon Talley. The First Monday 
in May tracks the months of concurrent plan¬ 
ning leading up to 2015’s “China: Through 
the Looking Glass” exhibition and gala. 

If somebody slammed a door shut on 
Andrew Rossi’s camera, you can’t tell from 
the edit; the film tenders the same confi¬ 
dent, but not clubby, insider’s perspective 
as his 2011 doc Page One: Inside the New 
York Times. The crew tracks curator Andrew 
Bolton, a British expat in high-hemmed pants, 
as he nimbly negotiates a production of 
mammoth proportions, as well as legitimate 
concerns over colonialism and caricature in 
a Western-mounted exhibition of Eastern (or 
Eastern-influenced) culture. And then there is 
the Met Ball, just as obsessively curated by 
Vogue Editor-in-Chief Anna Wintour and her 
team. (Poor Josh Hartnett, who’s dismissed 
as a priority guest: “What has he done lately? 
Nothing.”) The whole film is a delicious excuse 
to gawk - at the magnificent costumes, at the 
diplomatic dance of museum personnel and 
party planners, and at the sumptuous squish 
of so many egos sharing space.

VIOLET CROWN 

MILES AHEAD 

D: Don Cheadle; with Cheadle, Ewan McGregor, Emayatzy

Miles Ahead is a fitting tribute to the leg¬ 
end of jazz innovator Miles Davis. The film 
is not a biopic where you’ll witness all the 
significant moments in the musician’s career 
and personal life, from birth to death. Nor is 
it a micro-focused drama that zeroes in on a 
particularly salient period or aspect of Davis’ 
personal history that might help elucidate the 
inner workings or thoughts of the living icon. 
More boldly, Miles Ahead is not even a re-cre¬ 
ation of actual events, but instead a fictional 
fantasia that isn’t, but could be, believably 
true. The film is a riff, a controlled improvisa¬ 
tion, that builds on known facts to speculate 
about the unknowable. Like a newly spun-off 
jazz riff, the venture earns applause for its 
audacious sprint into uncharted territory. Yet 
like many a jazz improvisation (even some by 
Davis himself), the practical payoff does not 
equal the soaring ambition. That’s the conun¬ 
drum that characterizes Miles Ahead. 

In addition to starring as Miles Davis, Don 
Cheadle makes his directing debut with this 
film, which he also co-wrote. Many years in 
the making, Cheadle’s labor of love was even 
helped along by a crowdfunding campaign 
in order to reach completion. His desire 
to fashion a biographical profile that does 
something other than burnish the legend 
is commendable. And the actor’s ability to 
re-create a plausible physical and vocal like¬ 
ness of Davis is exemplary, right down to the 
musician’s famous rasp. It is one of the best 
performances of Cheadle’s career, made all

the more remarkable because he’s directing 
all the scenes, as well.

back in time, using flashbacks to the Fifties 
and Sixties that highlight his abiding love for 
his first wife, Frances Taylor (Corinealdi), who 
abandoned her dancing career for their mar¬ 
riage and was rewarded, in return, with Davis’ 
notorious physical and emotional abuse.

“There are two sides to Record Store 
Day,” contemplates Exploded Records at 
JuiceLand operator Andrew Brown. “There’s 
the shallow, short-lived hype surrounding 
the new releases and then there’s meeting 
people who genuinely love record stores.” 

Indeed, Brown’s shop phone will start ring¬ 
ing at 7am on Saturday with anxious record 
collectors trying to secure limited edition 
RSD releases so they won’t have to later pay 
a king’s ransom on eBay. 

“Those collector types - they don’t care 
about the store,” shrugs Brown. 

And yet the flip side to the international con¬ 
sumer holiday, now in its ninth year, remains 
the exposure it provides to indie record stores 
like Brown’s vinyl showroom. Since opening in 
2013, Exploded Records - occupying a side 
room at JuiceLand’s 45th and Duval location 
- has been a hot spot for psychedelic beat 
music, experimental EDM, and underground 
hip-hop. Over the winter, the site expanded 
from 500 to 3,000 records, with new sections 
spanning punk, country, and blues. 

“I’m excited for everyone to see how it’s 
grown,” says Brown. “And for people who come 
in for RSD to then enjoy it and form a relation¬ 
ship. Those are the people who are going to 
keep our lights on for the rest of the year.” 

For many of Austin’s 10 vinyl retailers, RSD 
stands as the year’s biggest single day of sales 



- a spring stimulus similar to 
what South by Southwest 

means for clubs. 

“It’s a huge boost for 
us,” attests Eve Monsees, 
co-owner of Antone’s Records. “It’s basi¬ 
cally a week’s worth of business in one day.” 

On RSD, Monsees greets a line of early- 
morning RSD shoppers with doughnuts from 
neighboring business Ken’s. 

“The day tends to start out with people 
on a mission for specific exclusives,” admits 
Monsees. “Later, though, it just becomes a 
fun shopping day, which I think is the whole 
point. I love hearing people say ‘Happy 
Record Store Day!”’ 

While record emporiums nationwide drop 
like flies, Austin sustains a wealth of shops 

- Encore, End of an Ear, Breakaway - all 

of them RSD 2016 participants, plus crate- 
digger extraordinaires Friends of Sound 
and gear specialists Whetstone Audio and 
Sound Gallery. 

“I’m so proud of how cooperative Austin’s 
record stores are,” says Waterloo Records 
owner John Kunz. “We’re the only city in the 
world that has an indie crawl on RSD where 
you get a discount by bringing in a receipt from 
any other record store. We’re saying, Thanks 
for shopping, but don’t stop here. Go check out 
End of an Ear or another great local store.’”

the joint last April. The 
boutique shop’s selection 
brims with cosmic cowboy 
LPs, plus classic rock, 
soul, blues, and prog at 
old-school prices. 


PIRANHA RECORDS 

1208 N. 1-35, Round Rock 

Round Rock’s sole record 
store might give Austinites 
flashbacks of Music 
Mania, a hotbed of Texas 
rap sandwiched in a strip 
mall. Yet Piranha flexes 
more style with a bounty of 
streetwear advertising one’s 
love for sippin’ lean and 
being a “Trill OG.” Setting 
them apart from Caucasian- 
catering markets, the 
13-year-old retailer comes 
stocked with regional rap 
releases and fresh mix- 
tapes, but also boasts an 
extensive selection of new 
and used vinyl, including 
deep sections of soul, R&B, 
and jazz. A sign on the door 
advertises an important 
unofficial RSD release: the 
debut vinyl pressing of DJ 
Screw’s 3 ’n the 
Mornin’ (Part 2). 


STINGRAY RECORDS 

243 N. Union Ave., New Braunfels 

Occasionally a sign hangs 
on the door of StingRay 
Records: “Gone to deliver 
a baby.” That’s because Dr. 
Kevin Blair doubles as New 
Braunfels’ record store clerk 
and OB-GYN. A punk-educated 
vinyl obsessive whose per¬ 
sonal collection exceeds 
40,000 LPs, Blair opened 
StingRay three years ago in 
an old house, capturing the 
laid-back vibe of a Seventies- 
style record store. StingRay’s 
customers include water park 
tourists and record nerds 
from neighboring metropo¬ 
lises who can wander in, 
strum a guitar, play a game of 
chess, and talk music history 
with the rock doctor amongst 
a hoarder’s dream of new and 
used LPs. 


SUPERFLY’S

Compared to the cluttered 
bird’s nest of music ephemera 
that hallmarked previous tenant 
Sundance Records (1977- 
2012), Superfly’s looks like an 
IKEA showroom. The Gruene 
transplants know the difference 
between red dirt and bluegrass 
with a laser-focused Americana 
selection, much of which 
arrives on CD. Meanwhile, an 
extensive mostly new vinyl inven¬ 
tory monopolizes the store’s 
large interior with an eclectic 
mix bearing gifts of jazz and 
underground rock. Friday, French 
artiste Serge Gainsbourg’s 
seductive spoken word rock 
oozed from the shop speakers - 
prompting a young clerk’s decla¬ 
ration: “I love concept albums!” 


ROKY ERICKSON HOWLED at the moon last Friday with a free 
surprise concert in the backyard of Indian Roller - his first show this year. 
Warming up for a European tour, the 68-year-old native third eye and his 
Hounds of Baskerville gave fans a 90-minute 13th Floor Elevators-focused 
set including a liquid version of belated Easter egg “Slip Inside This House.” 

FORMER ROOM 710 owner Asher Garber screens Scenesters, a 

stoner comedy set in Austin’s live music scene, on Wednesday 4/20 at 
King Bee Lounge (6:20pm, 7:20,11:20). The show, created by Garber and 
starring real-life scenester Snoopy Melvin, is driven by such authentically 
hilarious pothead dialogue that you’d swear these guys actually smoke. 
Episode one features Pocket Fishrmen. 

CLIFFORD ANTONE was already a cultural preservationist through 
his blues club. Now, a namesake nonprofit continues that work. The new 
Clifford Antone Foundation intends to preserve Austin’s music history by 
facilitating care for elderly musicians and archiving local blues artifacts. 
They also focus on the next generation by supporting programs that men¬ 
tor underprivileged youths and up-and-coming artists.

Gulf Coast Jamboree 

OSMF vets Sarah Jarosz & Rodney Crowell talk Texas 


BY JIM CALIGIUR 


After missing last year, Sarah Jarosz returns to Old Settler’s, the festival where she first 
learned to perform in front of a large audience. Originally from Wimberley and now liv¬ 
ing in New York after graduating from Boston’s New England Conservatory of Music, the 
24-year-old mandolin prodigy releases her fourth album, Undercurrent, in June. We asked 
her to interview one of country music’s backbones, Houston native Rodney Crowell, since 
he also returns to the Dripping Springs hootenanny this weekend. 


Sarah Jarosz : You played Old Settler’s 
before. I have such strong memories with it, 
so I’m curious if you do as well. 

Rodney Crowell: Yes, I’ve played there 
twice, if my memory serves me correctly. 
I remember the stage, and I remember 
the people. The antics going in a trailer 
backstage is what I retain [laughs]. Stoney 
LaRue and some other guys and gals were 
holding court. There was 
a lot of music going on in 
the trailers. The one time I 
remember, we got onstage 
pretty oiled up. It was music 
from the time you get there 
until the time you’re gone. 

SJ: One of my first expe¬ 
riences playing music 
on a festival stage was at 
Old Settler’s. [Songwriter] 

Darrell Scott once said the landscape one 
grows in ultimately affects the type of music 
they make. I feel your music captures the 
rawness of the Texas landscape. 

RC: Start with growing up in Houston, 
which is semi-tropical and a stone’s throw 
- 50 miles - from the Gulf of Mexico, where 
we ran barefoot from March until October. 
We weren’t inclined toward introspection for 
the most part, but I am in a lot of ways. I’m 
extroverted as well. In that culture, it makes 
[art] come from a deeper part of yourself. 

Now if you break it down geographically, 
it’s flat there, and whoever they are, you can 


see them coming from a good ways off. That 
lends a strange expansiveness to your self- 
expression. Whereas if you grew up back in 
the hills, there’s a certain sound: the guitars 
and the banjo rings, and a tenor voice cuts 
through it. In Texas, it just sprawls. There’s 
no hills to hold the sound. 

I’d have to say that Texans, historical¬ 
ly and culturally, are the best liars in the 
world. Somebody once said, 
“Anybody who’s a writer is 
a liar.” I don’t know if that 
answers your question, but the 
ability to tell a story requires 
you to lie convincingly and 
that helps with writing songs. 
SJ: Growing up in that envi¬ 
ronment, who inspired you? 
Were they writers? 

RC: First and foremost, 
Hank Williams. From the time I was 4, there 
were 10 or 12 78s that I wore out on my 
own. He was the soundtrack to my mother 
and father’s life. That honky-tonk culture 
was really prevalent in east Houston. The 
music just resonated with the working-class 
people of Houston. Hearing all the Hanks - 
Snow, Cochran, Hank Locklin - and Buck 
Owens during the early Sixties [was impor¬ 
tant]. Chuck Berry was around the house, 
too, then came the Beatles. There was a 
fusion of all this that started with Elvis 
Presley, really. There was also a television 
show called Gulf Coast Jamboree, with this

guy Utah Carl. We would gather around 
on Saturday afternoons to see his, I guess 
you’d call it, folk-art television show. 

Probably more influential than anyone was 
my father. He wanted to be a country singer, 
and he was a really good one. But he didn’t 
have the sensibility to try to make a career 
out of it. He played local honky-tonks and he 
had good bands. He’d fill dance floors. I prob¬ 
ably learned more from him than anyone. 

SJ: Going back to Hank Williams: The last 
time I saw you, we were doing the workshop 
at the Wheatland Music Festival in Michigan. 
You brought along the actor Tom Hiddleston. 
RC: I brought Hank Williams himself. 

SJ: You did. That was early in the process of 
you preparing him for that role in I Saw the 
Light. How did that go? 


RC: You were gracious. Tom flew in the 
night before I met you in Wheatland, and 
I said, “Get on the bus and go with us.” We 
didn’t know what we were going to do. I pre¬ 
sumed I’d just stick him up onstage since 
he’s an actor and a ham. He was a good 
sport. It was a good bonding moment for 
the work we had to do because I think the 
message from me was “I trust you. Let’s get 
on the stage and start this process.” 

To be honest, I didn’t know the depth 
of his popularity. I didn’t know who Loki 
was. I just thought he was a British actor, 
but we get up there and the camera phones 
just started going off and I realized I wasn’t 
protecting him. He spent five weeks at my 
house, and he only went out one night for a

Del McCoury 

Sat., 8:50pm, Hill Country stage 

“That boy needs to learn how to sing.” 

So thought Del McCoury watching a fresh-faced folkie 
named Bob Dylan yowl through a set at Newport Folk Festival 
in 1963. McCoury was 24 then, two years Dylan’s elder and 
owner of the best jobs in bluegrass: lead singer and picker in 
the band of bluegrass godfather Bill Monroe. 

“After our show, I played all night on the beach with Bill 
and [bluegrass act] Jim & Jesse just because we loved 
music,” recalls McCoury. “As you get older, that wears off and 
you concentrate on what you’re doing onstage.” 

When the 77-year-old genre leader takes the stage at Old 
Settler’s on Saturday, expect a classic experience: sharp 
suits, big smiles, and his fivepiece - including sons Ronnie 
and Robbie - sharing one microphone. McCoury arrives at 
the Dripping Springs campout one day after the release of 
Del and Woody, grade-A bluegrass compositions based on 
unheard Woody Guthrie lyrics. 

“I never did meet him like all those singer-songwriters 
did in the Sixties,” says McCoury of Guthrie. “I only vaguely

knew about Woody when he was alive because I was so into 
bluegrass. When I was young, his songs were on the radio, 
like ‘Oklahoma Hills,’ ‘Philadelphia Lawyer,’ and ‘So Long, It’s 
Been Good to Know Yuh,’ but I didn’t know they were written 
by Woody because it was country-western singers that had 
hits with them.” 

When Guthrie’s daughter Nora mailed him 26 songs, 
written between 1935 and 1949, Woody suddenly became 
McCoury’s writing partner. 

“Some of them were typewritten and some were in his own 
handwriting, and he kept really great notes: where he was 
at when he wrote it, the year, and even the time of day! I’ve 
always written under pressure, making a song for an album, 
but Woody’s ‘the true songwriter.’ He wrote about everything 
he heard and saw.” - Kevin Curtin

The Milk Carton Kids Sat., 9:15pm, Bluebonnet stage 



Sarah Jarosz turned many Central Texans 
on to Milk Carton Kids. The California duo, 
Joey Ryan and Kenneth Pattengale, and 
the Wimberley native have toured together, 
written songs together, even taped recent 
appearances on Austin City Limits the 
same night. 

“We did a whole tour together that was 
an enlightening experience for all of us,” 
relates Ryan. “Definitely for me and Kenneth, 
because it was the first time we had been 
onstage with an ensemble after four years 
of touring just the two of us. That was 
really special.” 

These Kids’ sense of humor stands in 
stark contrast to their somber songs. They’re 
hymn-like, in the manner of Gillian Welch or 


early Simon & Garfunkel, but the pair’s jovial 
stage patter underlines a self-deprecating 
worldview that recalls an Americana original: 
the Smothers Brothers. 

“I remember one time early on in 
Washington, D.C.,” says Ryan, “where me 
and Kenneth were introducing the next song 
and people started laughing. We thought they 
were laughing at us. Turned out there was 
something about the way we talk to each 
other. People got a kick out of it. 

“It’s developed into something we haven’t 
written down but we could. I find equal value 
in improvisation and scripted comedy,” says 
Ryan, pausing to chuckle. “I’m walking a fine 
line by implying that what we do is stand-up 
comedy, but I don’t think it is.” -Jim Caligiuri 


DELLA MAE (Rounder) 

Thanks to a Grammy nomination for 2013 Rounder debut This 
World Oft Can Be, Della Mae landed well-known producer Jacquire 
King (Kings of Leon, Tom Waits, Norah Jones) for a follow-up. The 
results focus the all-female Nashville quintet’s bluegrass and 
folk on songwriting and instrumental chops. The jazzy groove of 
“Shambles” and the bright newgrass of “Good Blood” stand out, 
but a devout reading of the Rolling Stones’ “No Expectations” ends 
up overwrought. (Thu., 10:45pm, Campground stage; Fri., 4pm, Bluebonnet stage)

Hard to Please (Attack Monkey Productions) 

“Tennessee music” - Memphis soul, trad country from Nashville, 
and Appalachian mountain stylings. The Black Lillies’s self-catego¬ 
rization remains apt on the Knoxville sextet’s fourth LP, which finds 
founder Cruz Contreras in an altered lineup on tunes running the 
gamut from grooving title track, barrel house piano-led rocker “40 
Days,” and the near bluegrass lope of “Bound to Roam,” a sweet 
duet between Contreras and co-vocalist Trisha Gene Brady. Hitting all the points on the road 
to Americana is no distinguishing factor, unfortunately.

THE HILLBENDERS 

Tommy: A Bluegrass Opry (Compass) 

Taking the Who’s 1969 rock opera Tommy for a hayride doesn’t 
impress on concept alone, but the Missouri quintet’s “Whograss” 
send-up plays out admirably. Guitarist Jimmy Rea reminds us that 
the source material stands among rock’s greatest acoustic feats 
for its focus on voicings over leads. The Hillbenders achieve wood 
and steel alchemy on instrumental highlight “Sparks,” which flies 
on whirlwind banjo rolls and tickling mandolin. Vocalist Nolan Lawrence lacks the projec¬ 
tile pipes of Roger Daltrey, but possesses a Pete Townshend quality to his voice, notice¬ 
able on “The Acid Queen.” The album, conceived and produced by late SXSW co-founder - 
and deluxe banjo frailer - Louis Jay Meyers (who was originally scheduled to perform with 
the band at Old Settler’s), delivers exactly what you’d expect, save for the cropped-out 
“Underture” because they were clearly afraid to attempt Keith Moon’s thunderous drum¬ 
ming. (Thu., 5:40pm, Campground stage; Fri., 7:20pm, Bluebonnet stage)

THE JAY HAWKS Paging Mr. Proust (Sham) 

Although formed in 1985, the Jayhawks have been a band in flux 
since 2000. Paging Mr. Proust, their ninth LP and first since 2011’s 
Mockingbird Time (which included original member Mark Olson), now 
features the late-Nineties version of the band: more power-pop, 
less twang, and Gary Louris handling most of the songwriting. Even 
with half of R.E.M. making an appearance since Peter Buck co-pro- 
duces, the songs come up listless except for the electro beats and 
guitar snarl of “Ace” and inspired harmonies of “Comeback Kids.”

Son Volt

Twenty-one years after the release of Son 
Volt’s seminal debut, bandleader Jay Farrar pon¬ 
ders the a It.country touchstone’s staying power. 

“Perhaps it’s the sound juxtaposition,” 
starts the former Uncle Tupelo singer. 
“Acoustic bass mixed with a full-on electric 
sound. It’s visceral. Like the band’s experi¬ 
enced, but not polished - the way rock bands 
should sound.” 

Between honky college-rocker “Drown” and 
Americana ballad “Tear Stained Eye,” Trace 
positioned Farrar neck-and-neck with his 
former Tupelo bandmate Jeff Tweedy, whose 
own spin-off act Wilco debuted the same 
year. As with his sold-out gig at the Texas 
Union Ballroom last November, the 49-year- 
old revisits the poignant roots-rock disc 
Saturday, adding variant Old Settler’s tweaks. 

“We’re boiling songs down to their essence, 
presenting them in a more elemental way,” 
he says. “To Ten Second News,’ we’re adding 
twin steel guitars. It’s a way to kind of rein¬ 
vent the song, while still keeping it familiar.” 

Trailing memorial with modern, expect 
some Notes of Blue, which commenced 
recording in February.

business meeting. The rest of the time he 
was working on that character. He did all 
the vocal work in the movie, and his dedi¬ 
cation paid off. I think the music in the 
film is truly authentic from that time. We 
were lucky to use recording equipment 
from that era, the Forties and Fifties, and 
we were able to capture that sound. He’s 
a hardworking young man, and I grew to 
love him like a son. 

SJ: I worked on my new record with 
Jedd Hughes, who worked with you and 
Emmylou Harris on your duets tour. Do 
you have any plans to do more with her in 
the future? Also, how did you get to know 
Jedd to play with him? 

RC: Emmy and I did two albums and 
around 150 shows together. The first tour 
was easy, because we hadn’t played those 
places together. When we came back with 
another album pretty quickly after, and 
you would know this, it was, “Well, you 
guys were just here eight months ago.” 
Touring on the second record beat us up. 
I was limping toward the finish line. 

Emmy and I will always work together. 
I don’t know if we’ll make another album, 
but certainly we’ll perform together. That 
was a beautiful rekindling of something 
we started in our 20s. She was generous 
back then. I was just a member of her 
band, and she reached her hand out and 
got me front and center. At the time, I 
was a songwriter and I was fine with that, 
but she got me to sing. At the end of that, 
I felt I could look at myself and say, “I’m 
a good singer.” 

And Jedd: I was traveling with Emmy 
on a bus during the Down From the 
Mountain tour. Along comes Patty 
Loveless with this Aussie kid. He was 
about 20, and it was instant notice. Six 
months later, I saw him play on his own, 
and he brought the fire. He’s just the best 
cat. He’s getting married in September 
in Oahu, and I have one of those online 
things were I can marry people, so I’m 
going to Hawaii to do that. He told me he 
was going to work with you and I thought 
that was perfect. 

SJ: I was lucky enough to do some co¬ 
writing with him, and he plays a huge 
part on my new album. He’s pretty spe¬ 
cial. You’re so knowledgeable about so 
much music. I was wondering what it 
was you’re listening to now. Is there any 
new music inspiring you? 

RC: It would seem disingenuous to say 
I listen to you, Sarah. That’s very true. 
I can say that from the first time I 
heard you play, the rhythm you lay down, 
you’ve got some magician in you. You’re 
a musician with access to the kind of 
magic I always relate to, rhythm. Your 
natural singing voice is a gift. And when 
you’re able to combine that rhythmic 
sense and phrasing the way you can, you 
hold my attention. I’d say that if someone 
else asked me the same question. ■
